Labor Leaders Leave for New York 
To Meet Trust Officials “To- 
day, and Peace or War 
Will Be Quickly 
Announced.

Cleveland, Ofiio, August 2.—The big 
steel combine is utilizing negro labor to 
supplant its white workmen in the New- 
burg mills here. Already a couple of hun- 
dred negroes have come to the city from 
Pittsburg, Homestead and adjacent iron 
centers in Pennsylvania. They 
brought here by one of their own race, 
who is acting as an agent for the United 
States Steel corporation. When the col- 
ored men arrive they are sent to the mill, 
where a large dwelling house is used as 
a domicile. : 

Many more negroes, it is said, will be 
brought here and a general emigration of 
the colored workmen familiar with the 
manufacture of iron and steel from the 
south is prophesied by a colored agent of 
the steel corporation. 

The negroes from Alabama and Tennes- 
see, according to the same authority, ac- 
cept this strike as a glorious opportunity 
to improve thefr condition and they are 
flocking north in large numbers. 

It is also asserted that the stee] corpor- 
ation has given authority to its agents to 
eather all the col6red iron workers pos- 
sible and to center them at the various 
points of the strike. 

It is claimed that the men who are going 
Into the mills here are practical] iron 
workers, having done similar work else- 
where. 


Steel Trust Grants Conference. 

Pittsburg, August 2.—Judging by indi- 
cations that are practicali!y facts, peace 
or war in the steel troubles will be an- 
nounced from New York city tomorrow.

, we held ‘tomorrow. There 
will probably be a meeting here tomorrow 
of a portion of the board, but the national 
officers will be in New York.

The circumstances 
leading up to this unexpected trip, while 
not officially made known, are evident 
enough to substantiate the story which 
was: 

During the day many telegrams were re- 
ceived at the association confcrence 
rooms, the last coming just before a4- 
journment, and it was answered prompt- 
lv. This answer was in all probability 
the announcement to the New York peo- 
ple that the trip would be made by the 
officials tonight, carrying out an arrange- 
ment entered into at Veryl Preston's 
room. in the Hotel Henry a short time be- 
fore. At about 4:15 p. m., Messrs. Shaffer, 
Williams and Chappelle went to Mr. Pres- 
ton’s rooms and were closeted with him 
for about thirty minutes. The unaier- 
standing is that at this meeting Mr. Pres- 
ton made known the combination’s only 
concession in the matter of reopening the 
wage conference where it left off three 
weeks ago. This concession was in the 
shape of a demand. If the new conference 
is granted it must be specifically stated 
beforehand what is expected to be ac- 
complished, what ground is to be cov- 
ered and what companies are to partici- 
pate. 

This brings the matter up to the Amal- 
gamated association and the mission of 
its high officials to New York is doubt- 
less to convince the steel people there that 
a new conference is essential to peace and 
an amicable settlement of the strike trou-

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Hanna and the Strike. 

Canton, Ohio, August 2.—Senator M. A. 
Hanna, who is here on a visit to Presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKinley, gave out a 
statement tonight denying as erroneous 
the reports connecting him with efforts 
‘to settle the great steel strike. “I am 
just as anxious to have the strike settled 
as is the vast majority of the people, but 
IT am taking no part in the negotiations,’’ 
he declared. 

Trust Smuggles in Workmen. 

A telegram from Wellsville, Ohio, 
night says: 

‘‘At the close of the third week of the 
strike amone the steel workers in the 
Wellsviile plant of the American Sheet 
Stee] Company the steel trust has the bet- 
ter of the argument. Nine new mén from 
Scottdale, Pa... were brought here on the 
afternoon train and taken to the mills 
without a word of reasoning being used to 
stop them from entering the mill. The 
men were in the parlor car and the doors 
were locked at East Liverpool and the 
strikers’ pickets were refused permission 
th enter. The men were in charge of Civil 
Engineer H. H. Thompson, of the steel 
company. When the mill was reached 
the train was stopped and the men were 
rushed under the stockade before the 
pickets could speak to them. The addi- 
tion of these nine men to the force 
already at work will make it possible 
for the mill management to put on nine 
regular wheels, about half the mill’s reg- 
ular complement of men. The strikers 
are in an ugly mood tonight and are 
much chagrined over the company get- 
tine the men in the mill. One of the 
leaders said tonight: 

“If something is not done to stop the 
bringing of men here, there will be mur- 
der before another week.”’ 

A late dispatch from McKeesport says: 

“McKeesport had auite an exciting time 
tonight and rumors regarding the strike 
situation were rife. It is said the em- 
ployees of the National Rolling mill and 
the Boston Iron: and Steel works, both 
plants of the National Tube Company, 
will be called out. on strike in the morn- 
ing. If the two plants are called out the 
entire works of the National Tube Com- 
pany will be crippled, and it is doubtful 
if they would be able to turn @ wheel. 
Between 8,000 and 10,000 men would be af- 
fected.”’ 


ALL THE WORKERS ARE OUT. 


Elwood, Ind., August 2.—All the men 
employed in the mills of the American 
fin Plate Company, in this city, are out,

McClellan Was Trying To Raid New 
York Pool Room. 

New York, Auffust 2.—Robert 8S. Mce- 
Cle-lan, one of the detectives employed 
by the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime. was attacked and injured today in 
an illegal pool room in the rear of 724 
Broadway. McClellan and another detec- 
tive were in the room securing evidence 
at the time. The place was crowded with 
patrons befting on the races when the de- 
tectives were recognized. Some of the 
employees and a number of the patrons 
formed a fiyinge wedge and separated lie 
two men. McClellan says he was then 
assaulted with a black jack. He drew his 
revolver and fired into the air. This cre- 
ated considerable excitement among the 
inmates who made unavailing efforts to 
escape, the doors of the place being 
‘tocked. 

Frank Moss, the president of the organ- 
ization, was notified by telephone. He 
hurried to the place with half a dozen of 
the socjety’s officials. The local police 
officers’ declining to break in the doors 
upon the ground that they were without 
warrants. Mr. Moss ordered the detectives 
of his society to effect an entrance. They 
succeeded in releasing McClellan and the 
other detective. Three men were arrest- 
ed for complicity in the assault, one of 
whom was afterwards released.

IN BOILERS

Baggage ‘

Fngine No. 2, which pulled passenger 
train No. 2 of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad out of Atlanta yesterday morn- 
ing at 8:15 o'clock exploded at 8:40 o'clock, 
twenty-five minutes later, near Bolton, 
causing the death of Fireman John L. 
Aenchbacher of 292 Simpson street, and 
the injuring of Engineer Van Bel] of 54 
Moreland avenue. Mail Clerk J.W. Brown, 
of 7 St. Chartes avenue, also received a 
cut on the arm. The passengers and re- 
mainder of the train crew were consider- 
ably joited and shaken, but none of them 
were injured. 

The force of the explosion was terrific 
and completely wrecked the engine, ren- 
dering the big machine a mass of twist- 
ed and broken iron and splintered wood- 
work. Many of the appliances and fix- 
tures of the engine were blown from their 
fastenings and were scattred in the vi- 
cinity of the wreck. The cab and smoke- 
stack were both stripped from their posi- 
tions. .The mail car, to which the engine 
was attached, was also thrown from the 
track and was turned on its side against 
a bank. The remaining cars of the train 
escaped without damage. 

Fireman Aenchbacher was not killed in- 
stantly, but lived for about an hour after 
the accident. His body was considerably 
torn and bruised. Engineer Bell ‘was 
bruised and jolted. His injuries are not 
regarded as serious. 

Train Was Near Bridge. 

The scene of the explosion is 7 
from the city. between the depot at Bol- 
ton and the Chattahoochee river,in a small 
cut. The wrecked train was bound from 
Atlanta to Chattanooga and Nashville. 
It. was in charge of Conductor J. B. Hol- 
comb. The train had just pulled out of 
Bolton and was in sight of the bridge 
over the river when the engine exploded. 

Had the explosion séccurred a minute 
later the train would have been on the 
high bridge and the consequences would 
no doubt have been more appalling. 

As the train neared the bridge Engineer 
Bell decreased its speed and it was run- 
ning comparatively slow, according to 
statements. Suddenly there was a loud 
report, which was heard for a consider- 
able distance around, a volume of hiss- 
ing steam and ~boiling water burst 
through the firebox door into the cab, en- 
veloping the scene in a thick white mist; 
there was a tearing and crashing of tim- 
bers and iron and a jarring of cars. Tne 
force of the concussion raised the power- 
ful locomotive into the air and it fell with 
a resounding crash on its side across the 
main line and a side-track—disabled and 


miles 


almost completely demolished. 
Force of the Explosion. 

The tender became disconnected from 
the engine and it, too, fell across the main 
line, bottom up, and minus trucks, The 
explosion sent the tender ahead of the 
engine and itis supposed that while the 
locomotive was in the air the _ tender 
rushed underneath it. The mail car was 
jerked from the track and run against a 
bank. partly overturning. The front 
trucks were knocked loose and portions of 
one side of the car were splintered. Heavy 
iron spokes in the bis driving wheels of 
the engine were broken as if they had 
Keen made of wood. A piece of iron, after 
being hurled over fifty feet, cut néarly 


through a tree. 

The cab was torn to pieces and a por- 
tion of it was blown on top of the bank. 
It was there that Engineer Bell was 
found. It is thought that he went up and 
feil with the cab and that this fact ac- 
counts for his not having received more 
serious injuries. Just at the foot of the

WHEN BOERS ARE TAKER 
THEY WILL BE EXECUTED 


Chamberlain’s Announcement Was 
Fiercely Attacked, but Seemed 
To Be Indorsed by a Ma- 
jority of the House of 
Commons. 


London, August 2.—A discussion arose 
in the house of commons tonight over 
the colonial office appropriation and it 
gave the opponents of the government 
ample opportunity to bait Mr. Chamber- 
lain while making a motion pro forma to 
reduce by £100 the appropriation out of 
which the colonial secretary's salary will 
be paid. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the 
liberal leader, said that in view of the 
patience with which the nation had for 
twenty-one months endured Mr. 
Chamberlain’s policy in South Africa, 
he thought it opportune to se- 
cure a statement from the co- 
lonial secretary as to the war situa- 
tion. He went on to point out that Cane 
Colony was now invaded and overrun 
with Boers, and he asked What prospect 
there was of repelling thé invaders, what 
the condition of Cape Colony would be 
after the war, what was the prospect of 
famine as a result of the government's 
“policy of devastation’’ and where was 
Cape Colony’s constitution, which ap- 
peared to him to be under lock and key 
since the declaration of martial law. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that farm 
burning had been entirely abandoned and 
replaced by the policy of concentration 
camps. He contended that ‘these were 
humane and satisfactory institutions, as 
had been shown by the fact that thous- 
ands of Boers came into them volun- 
tarily. . 

Boers Tired of War. 

“The government has the best reasons 
to believe,’’ continued the colonial secre- 
tary, “that a vast majority of the Boers

would gladly surfendart 
peaceful pursuits but for the it tive 
handful of irreconcilables, who are car- 
rying on a guerrilla war that is rapidly 
degenerating into brigamiage and abso- 
lute murder. Lord Kitchener is ade- 
quately dealing with the problem by 
establishing block house cordons, within 
which the peacefully inclined can safely 
settle and be protected.’’ 

Regarding the announcemé@nt by Lord 
Kitchener that Commandant Kritzinger 
had declared his intention to shoot all 
natives in British employ, whether arm- 
ed or unarmed, Mr. Chamberlain said the 
government had telegraphed Lord 
Kitchener to inform the Boer leaders 
that such acts were contrary to civilized 
usage and that all guilty persons of this 
class, if captured, would be courtmartial- 
ed and executed. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s declaration was re- 
ceived with loud cheering. 

“There seems to be an opinion that we 
have come to some sort of agreement 
with the Boers,’’ said Mr. Chamberlain in 
anotner portion of his speech, “that na- 
tives are not to be employed in this war, 
but there is no such agreement. 

“Incursions into protected .§ districts 
must be more severely dealt with if there 
is to be ‘sniping’ of soldiers from behind 
hedges, and even of women.”’ 

Will Adopt Barsh Measures. 
‘‘Rubbish,”’ cried an Irish member. 
Mr. Chamberlain retorted that he had 

met some ladies who had been assaulted 
in this way. 

“If things have changed from bad to 
worse in Cape Colony,’ he continugl, “it 
is because the Cape rebels have found 
rebellion a cheap, interesting and evén 
amusing performance. Then there has 
been mistaken leniency, and this was the 
policy in the past. 

“Botha, DeWet and Schalk-Berger do 
not say that the war was caused by the 
raid. They say they are fighting for 
their independence. 

‘Jt is nonsense to speak of offering 
terms to men who say it must be a fight 
to the finish. This is now the policy of 
the government.”’ 

Sir Edward Grey, liberal-impefialist, 
expressed bitter disappointment at the 
tone of Mr. Chamberlain's speech, ali- 
though he agreed with the general mili- 
tary policy of the government. He said 
the colonial military authorities had dealt 
carelessly with the subject of employing 
native troops and had not distinguished 
between Africans and highly trained In- 
dian troops. 

John Redmond said Mr. Chamberlain's 
speech was ‘a candid if somewhat 
brutal, exposition of the government's 
policy,’ and he prayed to God that the 
resistance of the Boers might be 
strengthened. 

The debate was continued for another 
hour, after Mr. Chamberlain’s speech, 
and the amendment to reduce the sal- 
ary of the colonial secretary was re- 
jected. 

The house then took up other suf§ects 
and was still in session at 4 o'clock this 
(Saturday) morning. 

Epech of Terror Coming. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s declarations on be- 
half of the government in the house of 
commons that greater severity will be 
used hereafter in dealing with Cape reb- 
els and that Boers shooting captured 
blacks will, if taken, be executed, coupled 
with the assurance that considerable 
numbers of troops will be brought home 
at the end of September, are treated by 
the morning papers as the beginning of 
the third period of the war. 

The Daily News regards it with un- 
easiness and apprehension, and The 
Morning Leader as ‘“‘the opening of an 
epoch of terror and shame.”’ 

The Times says: 

“The Boers have announced their de- 
termination to shoot every native who 
accepts service with the British or as- 
sists them in any way. Mr. Chamberlain 
has very properly telegraphed instruc--. 
tions that all who are found guilty of 
such practice shall suffer death. We 
have carried leniency very far; 
than it has ever been carried 
history of war, and it is time to think of . 
the future in a businesslike way and not

INVESTIGATION tiAS BEEN 
FOR NO GOOD AT ALL 


Evidence Before the Board Indicated 
Quite a Discrepancy Between a 
Market Price and Figures 
Upon Which Taxes 
Ar2 To Be Paid. - 


Macon, Ga.. August 2.—(Special.)—Judge 
3pencer Atkinson and Hon. H. E. W. 
Palmer, of Atlanta, arbitrators, respec- 
tively, for the comptroller general of 
Georgia and the Macon Consolidated 
Street Railway Company in the matter 
of the difference between Macon and the 
street railway as to the valuation of the 
property of the railway company within 
the limits of the city of Macon, after 
hearing evidence and argument for two 
days, followed by a lengthy conference 
between themselves this afternoon, were 
unable to agree on the valuation of the 
property of the Consoiidated, and were 
also unable to agree on a third arbitrator. 
They returned to Atlanta tonight. It 
is presumed that the governor will now 
appoint the third arbitrator and the 
whole matter will have to be gone over 
again. It is said that the city was will- 
ing to compromise on a valuation of $200,- 
000 on the property of the Consolidated 
and Metropolitan within the city limits, 
but the railroad insisted on this being 
the valuation of the entire property both 
inside and outside the city. The city de- 
clined to accede to this, as the estimated 
valuation of the property outside the city 
is about $40,000, and this sum taken off 
of the total valuation of $200,000 would 
bring the valuation of the property with- 
in the city to $160,000. 

The arbitrators resumed hearing evi- 
“dence in the case this morning at 9 
o’clock in the city hall. The session con- 
tinued until this afternoon, when the evi- 
dence closed and argument was made by 
Judge Miller for the railroad and Minter 
Wimberly for the city of Macon. 

Judge Miller argued that the city asses- 
sors went beyond their province when 
they assessed the property, as the law re- 
quires the returns to be made to the 
comptroller general. He said the comp- 
troller general could have respectfully 
said to the assessors that the matter of 
the valuation of the property of street 


railway companies in Macon wag none of 


Judge Miller did not 
think that the perty would bring more 
than $75,000, yet it was worth more than 
‘that amount to the people who owned it. 
He said that he did not believe that any 
other person except Major Winters could 
manage the property in such a manner 
as to make the revenues meet the ex- 
@enses. He said no. property was.ever 
managed so successfully under such ad- 
verse conditions as those surrounding the 
Consolidated Street Railway Company. 

City Attorney Wimberly took the posi- 
tion that the charter of the city of Ma- 
con made it the plain duty of the city as- 
sessors to investigate the returns of the 
street car companies of Macon. He sald 
he disagreed with the attorney for the 
Consolidated company as to the definition 
of the word “intrinsic.” He read the defi- 
nition giyen in Webster's dictionary. Mr. 
Wimberly said that the earnings of the 
Consolidated Street Railway Company 
amounted to as much per mile as the. 
earnings of the Central raitroad. He 
said the city did not attempt to charee 
the street car com~-any for the privilege 
of enjoying franchises rranted by the 
city. His position was that the prop- 
erty was wcrth what the assessors had 
designated. 

‘Some very interesting evidence was 
given in today. Judge Atkinson asked 
Manager Winters if he owned the prop- 
erty unincumbered. what he would se!l 
it for. Major Winters said he would not 
like to give $300,000 for the property, look- 
ed at from a standpoint of its earning 
capacity. 

Judza Palmer asked !f the velue of 
bonds generally in the Macon market de- 
pended on the certainty or uncertainty 
of the earnings of the property. Major 
Winters stated that the value of bonds 
depended on the certainty of the earnings 
ef the bonded vropertv. 

City Attorney Minter Wimberly cross 
examined Major Wirters. On cress ex- 
amination Major Winters said that the 
gross earnings of the two companies, the 
Consolidated and the Metropolitan, 
amounted to about $100,000. The Consoli- 
Gated owns the Metropolitan. He said 
sixteen cars were used on both lines dur- 
ing winter and seventeen cars during tie 
summer. These were regular schedule 
cars. Rush cars were used occasionally. 

Morris Harris. ona of the city assessors, 
testified that to the best of his belief the 
property of the Consolidated and the Met- 
ropolitan companies inside of the city 
was worth $290,000. He based his esti- 
mate on a report made by the Boston of- 
fice of the Consolidated company to The 
financial Chronicle of New York city. 

In reply to a question by Judge Miller, 
Mr. Harris said he did not know whether 
the Boston office of the Consolidated com- 
pany made the statement of earnings 
found in The New York Financial Chron- 
icle. He did not know how The Chroni- 
cle obtained the statement. 

Mr. Harris stated that the city asses- 
sors valued the property of the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company at $30,- 
006, ag the company had returned the 
property of that line at $32.000. 

Mr. Harris stated that the assessors 
Were governed by the gross earnings of 
the Consolidated in fixing the value of 
same. He said the assessors were gov- 
erned in the same manner in fixing the 
value of the Metropolitan. He said the 
owners of the Macon and Indian Spring 
line refused to give the gross earnings 
of that company and they were compelled 
te fix the valuation as best they could 


their business.

LEE DAVIS, JR., GIVES BOND 
| Davis, Sr., Is Still in Hiding and the

Macon, Ga., gust 2.—(Special.)—Lee 
Davis, Jr., was arraigned in the record- 
er’s court this morning on the charge of 
being implicated with his father, Lee Da- 
vis, Sr., in the theft of a large quantity 
of brass and the attempted shipment of 
the same. Attorney Johnson represented 
defendant. The attorneys of the Cen- 
tral, Southern and Georgia Southern rail- 
roads conducted the prosecution. Davis 
was held to the city court under a bond 
of $300, which was made with G. L. Bright 
as bondsman. His father, Lee Davis, 
Sr., who is regarded as the principal 
in the matter, is still in hiding, though 
the police are zealously trying to locate 
him. It was in evidence today that sev-

Negro Pays Penalty Assessed by the 
Courts. 


HIS NECK WAS BROKEN 


Chatham County Has Its First Legal 
Execution for a Criminal 
Assault. 


Savannah, Ga., August 2—-Special.)— 


The hanging of George Mitchell, a negro, 
for criminally assaulting Patience Max- 


well on Hutchinson island on May 2 last 


took place at the jail this morning. At 


10:17 o'clock Mitchell was shot down a 
distance of six feet by the treacherous 


floor of the cell used for executions fall- 
ing away under his weight. 
o’clock the attending physicians pro- 
nounced life extinct and the body was 
cut down for burial. The neck of the 
condemned man was broken by the fall. 
Mitchell’s body was placed in a pine coffin 
and carried to the colored portion of 
Laure] Grove cemetery, where the inter- 
ment took place. The burial was not at 
the expense of the county, the negro’s 
relatives paying for the coffin and other 
costs incident,.thereto. The execution 


was the first for criminal assault in the | 


history of the county. 


SCOTT HANGED IN LAGRANGE. 


Negro Boy Who Killed Two Negro 
Women Is Executed. 

LaGrange, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
Edmond Scott, a negro, who Ilast 
August shot to death Lena and Carry 
Huguley, two negro girls of West 
Point, was hanged here today. Scott 
this morning said he was ready to go. 

Scott killed the women just one year 
ago and left immediately on foot for La- 
Grange, where he surrendered to the 
sheriff, claiming ghat the killing was ac- 
cidental. Scott and one of the giris he 
killed were sweethearts. He was at their 
house and was about to leave, when he 
picked up his pistol which was on the 
bed. One of the women standing behind 
him, so Scott’s story went, playfully put 
her hands on his shoulders, swaying him 
back and forth. Scott, with his pistol in 
his right hand, raised both hands to his 
shoulders and attempted to remove the 
woman’s hands, wien the pistol, he as- 
serted, accidentally went off, the ball 
taking effect in the woman’s eye. The 
discharge of the gun excited him and as 
he threw out’ his arms with a jerk the 
pistol discharged again, the ball taking 
effect in the other woman’s eye. There 
were no eye witnesses. 

Scott was tried and convicted at the 
November term of the superior court. 

Rev. W. W. Turner and Rev. A. P. 
Jones, Methodist preachers, visited him 
frequently. This morning Rev. A. J. 
Hearndon, pastor of the Presbyterian 
church, visited him. 

The hanging took place inside of the 
jail at 12:18 o’clock. The gallows is built 
over the space between the iron cages 
and the brick wall of the building. Thirty 
or forty persons saw the hanging. Scott 
was dressed in a black suit with a stand- 
ing collar and black tie. He walked up 
the ladder to the top of the cells without 
assistance and was calm. He had but 
little to say and spoke in a low voice. 
Rev. J. Kelsey, pastor of the colored 
Baptist church, offered an _ earnest 
prayer. The black cap was then placed 
over his head. As the noose was being 
arranged Scott asked: 

“Who is placing the rope about my 
neck?’’ 

The sheriff's deputy replied: 

“Sheriff Brady.’’ 

‘The man,’ said Scott, ‘‘who places the 
rope about my neck will die.”’ ; 

Phe sheriff one trap and Scott’s 
body went down. ath came in fifteen 
minutes and the body was cut down in 
sixteen minutes from the time it dropped. 

Scott was about 20 years old, was about 


5 feet 3 or 4 inches high and weighed | 


130 or 140 pounds. His neck was not 


broken. 
A squad from the Light Guards, under 
command of Lieutenant Culbreath, acted 


as guards.

COLUMBUS STRIKE SETTLED.

Street Car Men and the 


Reach Agreement. 

Columbus. Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
The Columbus street car strike came to 
an end tonight and the entire force of 
employees, with one exception, return to 
work tomorrow morning. The ecitizens’ 
committee, appointed at last night’s meet- 
ing, spent the day seeking to adjust the 
differences between the Columbus Rail- 
road Company and its employees, and 
their efforts were crowned with success 
in that all the emplcyees return to work 
with one exception. The boycott of the 
cars is declared off and‘a full schedule 
will be operated tomorrow. After con- 
ferring with the employees the committce 
addressed a communication to the rail- 
road company stating that the men were 
willing to accept the proposition made by 
the company Wednesday—12 cents an 
hour. a 10 per cent bonus, a 12-hour day 
and an hour for meals; vrovided, “all 
those who have been employed up to the 
time of the strike shall be privileged to 
resume their services without prejudic® 
on account of having participated in said 
strike.’’ Manager Reynolds accepted the 
proposition with the distinct understand- 
ing that certain preylously objectionable 
emplovees shall in the near future be dis- 
charged. 

The citizens’ committee advised the em- 
ployees to return on these conditions. 
When the employees’ union met tonight 
only one thing stood before them and a 
settlement. The company had refused to 
reinstate R. I. Holleman, engineer of 
the dummy, who had struck in sympathy 
with the motormen, and the union was 
staying out in his behalf, regretting to 
see fim lose his job. Holleman saw that 
his job was the only obstacle in the way 
of the complete settlement of the strike, 
and he generously said that he would 
forego his position. Manager Reynolds 
directed the foreman of the car barn to 
give them their old jobs whenever possi- 
ble. The seven men hired during the 
strike will be retained, as the company’s 
force has been short and the hours of 
work too long.

WORK 1S QUITE INTERESTING 


Domestic Art and Sciences, the Gift 
of George Foster Peabody, Is 
Now About Ready for 
the Students at 
Athens.

Athens, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)—The 
department of domeétic arts, and sci- 
ences at the State Normal school has 
been established; and will be under good 
headway by next: week. 

The cost of maintaining this depart- 
ment will be $3,600, which will be borne 
by George Foster Peabody, of New York, 
who was tmpressed‘ with the need for 
such a department at the State Normal 
school during his visit ‘to that institution 
last June. oe 

Miss Jane E. Tavior, of Baltimore, has 
been selected as principal in this new de- 
partment. Miss Taylor is a graduate of 
the Woman’s college; of Baltimore, and 
also a graduate of the Oread institute, of 
Worcester, Mass. She comes to Athens 
with the very best recommendations, 
having the reputation of being one of the 
foremost teachers in that line in the 
whole country. Miss Taylor arrived in 
Athens today and will take the prelim- 
inary’ steps toward organizing the dif- 
ferent classes in the new department to- 
morrow. 

The other teacher in this department 
will be Miss Ida Turnbull, of Habersham 
county, Georgia, a graduate of the Girls’ 
Normal and Industrial college at Mil- 
ledgeville, and alse a graduate of the 
Oread institute. 

President E. C. Branson will have 
charge of the classes in child study and 
discipline, and will, of course, exercise 
supervision over the affairs of the entire 
dep.rtment. 

The course of study will be a wide and 
useful one. It will embrace such sub- 
jects and divisions as home development, 
physiology, hygiene, cooking, dietary les- 
sons, care of children, preparation of 
food, preparations for various emergen- 
cies, sanitation and other kincfed sub- 
jects.. It is the purpose of the Normal 
school authorities to make this depart- 
ment .the most thoraugh of its kind in 
the south, and in this work they will 
have the active aid and sympathy of Mr. 
Peabody, who is vety much interested in 
this line of work.’ o 

The organization. of the classes in the 
new department will be perfected Mon- 
day. It will be a three years’ course of 
study, and there will be three classes, 
viz., freshman, middle and senior classes. 

For the present this department will 
be conducted with two teachers as in- 
structors, but laterion another teacher 
is to be added. ‘President Branson is 
satisfied that m muccess will be at- 
tendant upon thig,“department of. the 
State Normal school.

CORUNDUM IN GREAT DEMAND. 


It Is Found in Georgia but Little Is 
Being Mined. 


Washington, August 2.—The geological 
survey has issued a report on the occur- 
rence and distribution of corundum in the 
United States. 

It shows considerable activity in corun- 
dum mining in the last few years. Sev- 
eral new finds in quantity have been 
brought to light, particularly in Ontario, 
Canada, where the corundum occurs in a 
syenite, and in North Carolina and Geor- 
gia, in a gneiss or a quartz schist. Ex- 
cept in Montana the corundum localities 
in the United States are limited to the 
Appalachian region and its mining has 
been confined to northeastern Georgia. 
and southwestern North Carolina, except 
for the emery mines at Chester, Mass. 
Its great value as an abrasive lies in the 
fact that next to the diamond it is the 
hardest mineral known to science. In 
occurrences are of much ereater variety 
than formerly supposed. While the large 
concentrated messes are still confined to 
the basic magnesia rocks, corundum is 
scattered in smal] amounts through a 
rumber of other rocks and in aggregate 
exists in very large quantity. 

“During the past few years,” says the 
report, ‘‘North Carolina is the only state 
that has produced any corundum and 
Massachusetts and New York the only 
ones that have produced any emery. The 
mining of the former the past year has 
been very much less than of the latter, 
aithough its market value is twice that of 
emery and there is a large demand for 
the well cleaned commercial product. The 
reason for the discrepancy is that the 
better deposits have been tiled up, an im- 
perfectly cleaned product has been put on 
she market and other minerals have been 
substituted for thf: one. It is too soon to 
predict to what extent discoveries of cor- 
undum in Canada and India will add to its 
production.” 


DEBATING ELECTORAL BILL. 


Some Changes Are Made by the Cu- 
ban Conv2ntion. 

Havana, August 2.—The Cuban consti- 
tutional convention today began to con- 
sider separately the provisions of the 
electoral bill, taking up first of all the 
qualifications of candidates for office. 

There was also some discussion regard- 
ing the freedom of presidential electors 
to vote for whom they choose. Senor 
Sanguilly maintained that it would be 
better to elect the president by the direct 
vote of the people than to have the elec- 
tors bound to vote for a special candi- 
date. He favored a change in the con- 
stitution in this respect. 

As a result of the discussion of the 
qualifications of a governor, representa- 
tive, provincial legislator or presidential 
elector, the convention decided that the 
candidates must be either of Cuban birth 
or naturalized with a residence of eight 
years in Cuba after the naturalization. 


AMERICAN HORSES DISEASED. 


Imported by Mexican Government, 
They Die Rapidly. 

Mexico City, August 2.—American horses 
which have recently been purchased in 
considerable numbers by the government 
for the army, although apparently in per- 
fect condition on arrival, have many of 
them been attacked by a disease which 
first makes its appearance in the form 
of a worm in the nostrils of the “horse.

THE AGE LIMIT IS RAISED 


Black Belt Boldly Contends That the 
Poll Tax Is the Real Basis of 
the Negro Elimination, 
Under the Permanent 

Plan. 


Mortxoniory, Ala., August 2.—(Special.) 
This was a slim day in the constitutional 
convention, so far as. results went. Con- 
trary to expectation and despite strenu- 
ous efforts of the committee, the suffrage 
article was not completed early in t'.e 
day. 

The convention adopted an amendment 
requiring the legislature to purge the 
life poll. list from time to time, removing 
the names of those who die, commit 
crimes, etc. ‘The poll tax section, which 
was recommitted yesterday, was reported 
back with a substitute, which raised the 
are limit to 60 years, but exempted those 
who are already over 45 and therefore 
€xempt under the present law. The dis- 
cussion of this occupied the entire after- 
noon and part of the morning scssion. 
The black Ltelt stood almost solidly for 
it, on the ground that the pvll tax is 
the real basis of negro elimination under 
the permanent plan. The educativnal 
guadlification will shut out a steadily di- 
ninishing number of negroes, while the 
property qualification will not. The gen- 
eral argumert was also made that an 
age limit on a qualification for voting is 
wrong in jrinciple, though no objection 
Wss made to exempting men over 6. 

Throughout the day there was a seem: 
ingly steady majority for the -year 
limit, though it was narrow. Finally 
Mr. Samford, of Pike, got in an amend- 
ment requiring all those who are now 
exempt by law, such as firemen, to pay 
the poll tax. This held the substitute 
down and killed it by a large majority 
The séction as originally reported’ was 
then adopted, under which those over 45 
years pay no poll tax. This action was 
taken in the closing hours, amid great 
confusion and by the arbitrary exercise 
of the previous question and ruling of 
the chair. A good deal of feeling was 
aroused, aud above the din was heard 
the voice >f one black belt miember mov- 
ing to adjourn sine die. 

The last section provided that if any 
clause of the article should ever be de- 
Clared uncon Qitutional by a court. of 
last resort, the legislature should remedy 
the defect. This was construed to be 
amending the constitution by Jegislative 
enactment and it was recommitted. The 
committee reported a substitute leaving 
out the legislative power of supplying in- 
Valid sections or clauses, and it ‘was 
adopted. A dozen delegates were instant- 
ly on the floor with amendments in the 
Shape of additional. sections. One was 
recognized and voted down and the com- 
mittee then moved the previous question 
on engrossment. This raised a hubbub. 
and finally the concession was made that 
Mr. Lowe. of Jefferson, could offer his 
Foll tax plan for the whole article, and 
that will be che first thing up in the 
morning. 

The convention adjourned ‘or the day 
in anything but a good humor, and it is 
likely that angry delegates with new sec- 
tions will be placated in some way to- 
morrow.

Officers of Two States Had Been 
Chasing the Blood Spiller 
for Weeks. 


Miediesboro,: Ky., August 2.—(Special.)— 
“Johnny” Martin, the keeper of the noto- 
rious half-way house, for whom Kentucky 
and Tennescee officers have been hunting 
two weeks, is reported to have been killed 
by poss-men over the line in the Virginia 
mountains, Martin resisted arrest «nd 
was shot. No details of his death are obd- 
tainable. He was charged with the mur- 
der of two mountain girls in Bell county. 
The governor of Kentucky. had offered a 
heavy reward for his capture. The first 
of Martin’s alleged victims was slain from 
ambush. This was Martha White. The 
second was supposed to have witnessed 
the first killing and as a result she was 
mortally wounded in a cabin near Mar- 
tin’s resort two days later. 


TEXAS IS AFTER THE TRUSTS. 


Waters-Pierce Oil Company Has Not 
Filed Affidavit. 


Austin, Tex., August 2.—The secretary 
of state has transmitted to Attorney 
General Bell a list of 103 foreign corpora- 
tions authorized to do business in Texas 
which have failed this year to file an 
anti-trust affidavit. Mr. Bell says he will 
file suit against all of these corporations 
except a few which attempted to comply 
with the law, but whose affidavits were 
rejected because of irregularity. 

Suit is to be filed by the attorney gen- 
eral of Texas to cancel the permit of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Company, of Missouri, 
to do business in Texas. 

About three years ago suit was brought 
against the Waters-Pierce Oil Company 
to cancel its permit on the ground that 
it had violated the Texas anti-trust law 
of 1895. Early in last year the supreme 
court of the United States sustained the 
judgment of the lower courts cancelling 
the permit. The company was dissolved 
and a new company, with the same 
name, organized. The new company was 
admitted to Texas and quite a political 
sensation resulted. 

Under the anti-trust law 31,899 corpora- 
tions are required to file an affidavit each 
year, stating in effect that they have not 
been guilty of restraint of trade. The 
last day for filing these affidavits is July 
31. On yesterday the Waters-Pierce Oil 
Company was awarded the contract to 
supply all the state institutions with a 
large quantity of oil. Subsequently it 
was discovered that it had not filed its 
anti-trust affidavit. Thereupon the gov- 
ernor ordered the contract cancelled and, 
furthermore, ordered that suit be brought 
to cancei the permit of the company. The 
attorney general says. he will file the suit 
as soon as he can prepare the papers. 


HANNAH NO LONGER IN RACE. 


Guberrntorial Possibility Retires 
Positively from the Contest.

BODY GOES TO CREMATORY. 


Prominent Physician at Charleston 
Dies at His Home. 


Charleston, 8S. C.; August 2.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Henry Buckingham Horlbeck, a for- 
mer president of the American Public 
Health Association and for twenty years 
the health officer of Charleston, died this 
morning. In his will, which was imme- 
diately opened, directions were left to 
have his body cremated and the ashes 
interred at Magnolia cemetery. Mayor 
Pro Tem. Kollock left here this afternoon 
for Staten island to deliver the body to 
the crematory.- Dr: Horlbeck was an au- 
thority on yeliow fever, and had charge 
of quarantine regulations in this section 
in recent yellow fever epidemics along 
the gulf coast. The cremation will be the 
third instance of the kind in the history 
of South Carolina, the first having been 
Henry Laurens, the presicent of the con- 
tinenta] congress, who died in 1792, the 
first cremation in this country. Dr. Horl- 
beck was a confederate surgeon of abil- 
ity. 


Large Attendance at Funeral. 

St. Avgustine, Fla., August 2.—John 
Moore, bishop of Florida, was buried here 
today. The funeral was largely attended.

HOBSON WANTS STRONG NAVY. 


He Says United States Is Guardian 
of Weaker Nations. 


Madison, Wis., August 2.—Captain Rich- 
mond P. Hobson delivered an address at 
the Monona Lake assembly before 5,000 
persons today, taking for his topic, ‘‘The 
American Navy.” The address was a 
vigorous and eloquent appeal for a 
stronger navy. Every congress, he de- 
clared, should appropriate at least $25,- 
000,000 for new warships. 

The United States was destined to be- 
come a great world power, and it was 
fitting that it should have a navy strong 
enough to maintain !t in every portion of 
the globe. This nation was the natural 
protector of weaker nations, and the 
principle of the Monroe doctrine and the 
blessings: of free institutions should be 
extended throughout the world. To. ac- 
complish this great task the United 
States should have a strong fleet in the 
Orient and retain one at home, both of 
which shouldbe capable of holding their 
own against any European fleet or combi- 
nation of European fleets. 


CHARLESTON NAVAL STATION. 


Site Will Soon Be Transferred to the

Washington, August 2.—Within ten days 
it is expected that the property selected 
by the board which located the navul sta- 
tion at Charleston, 8. C., will have passed 
into the ownership of the United States.

STREET CARS NOT 
AUN AFTER DARK 


Ten Trolleys Move During the 
Day in Knoxville 


NEW MEN ARE BROUGHT IK 


the Traction Company 
Edict in Which No 
Favors Are Shown the 
Men Who Went on 
Strike. 


Manager of 
Issues an 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 2.—(Special.) 
The strike of the street railway employ- 
ees inaugurated here Thursday morning 
continues with neither side having gain- 
ed any perceptible advantage. Four 
more cars were operated today than on 
Thursday, while the strikers established 
additional hack lines to compete with 
these cars. Ten cars were operated dur- 
ing the day, but at 6 o'clock tonight 
every one was rar into the car house. 
This was done to prevent any possible 
damage to the cars or injury to the pas- 
sengers and non-union conductors and 
motormen after dark. 

General Manager C. C. Howell, of the 
Knoxville Traction Company, issued an 
ultimatum to the strikers this morning. 
It provided that the strikers would be 
reinstated if they return to work today, 
but that they should go in behind the 
men who have been taken on since the 
strike started. It further provides that 
the street car employees’ union would 
not be recognized. 

The ultimatum was ignored by the 
strikers, not a man returning to work. 
On the other hand, two who worked 
Thursday joined the strikers’ ranks this 
morning. The railway company had over 
thirty applications for employment to- 
day. Ten were given runs, while others 
were sent out to learn the lines. Men 
are being brought here from other cities 
to take the places of strikers. rive men 
arrived from Nashville this morning, but 
all of them refused to go to work. They 
were met by a committee of labor leaders 
immediately upon their arrival and after 
a lengthy conference decided to join the 
strikers on condition that their railroad 
fare back to Nashville would be paid. 
This was agreed to. The men called on 
General Manager Howell to explain their 
action. Three of them were finally pre- 
vailed upon to go to work and were givén 
the best runs in the city. They had 
been employed by the Nashville street 
railway, which is owned by the same in- 
terests controlling the Knoxville Trac- 
tion Company. 

The strikers have been notified that 
they can get their back wages at any 
time, although the company’s regular 
pay day comes next week. One of the 
strikers has been with the. company con- 
Stantly for sixteen years. 

As the last car was en route to the 
car barn. a mob of people held it up and 
pulled the non-union motorman and con- 
ductor into the streets. Superintendent 
R. K. Howard and Attorney Eugene 
Roberts, of the Traction company, slipped 
through the mob, and boarding the car 
quickly ran it past the.crowd and on to 
the barn. This was done before the mob 
realized what had occurred. Superinten- 
dent Howard acted as motorman. 


VIRGINIANS TAKE A RECESS. 


Constitutional Convention Will Lay 
Off Uxtil August 22. 


Richmond, Va., August 2.—The constitu- 
tional convention, by a vote of 42 to 5, 
adopted a resolution to take recess from 
tomorrow until August 22, on half pay, 
and to meet tomorrow at 11 o’clock in- 
stead of noon. The suffrage committee 
was authorized to sit in vacation. The 
greater part of the session was taken up 
by a speech from Delegate Wyser, of 
Pulaski, in favor of his amendment to 
the preamble of the bill of rights provid- 
ing that the constitution when framed 
be submitted to all the people for ratifica- 
tion or rejection. The following resolu- 
tions were presented: 

By Mr. Bristow, of Middlesex, that the 
unmanufactured products of farms, gar- 
dens, orchards, dairies. as well as the 
products of the shell and other fish indus- 
tries of the state, shall be sold in any 
section of the state without a license, 
either by the producer or his agents, ~ 

By Mr. Portlock, to amend the suffrage 
laws so as to provide that all voters shall 
Pay a poll tax of $2, reside in the state 
one year and the county three months, be 
able to-read and write and own and pay 
taxes six months prior tc election on $300 
worth of real or personal property. 

By Mr. Fairfax, of Loudon, directing 
the secretary of the commonwealth to 
furnish the convention with the names, 
location and capital stock of all private 
corporations doing business in Virginia 
and their estimated gross annual earn- 
ings, except trust companies, banks and 
common carriers. 


TO FINANCE BIG COAL DEAL. 


An Underwriting Syndicate of $50,- 
000,000 Has Been Formed. 
New York, August 2.—It was learned 
today that an underwriting syndicate of 
possibly $50,000,000 had been formed to 
finance the consolidation of the bitumin- 
ous coal properties along the Norfolk and 
Western, Chesapeake and Ohio and pos- 
sibly also the Hocking Valley, Baltimore 
and Ohio and other railroads in West 
Virginia, western Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
The syndicate will include prominent 
banking interests of this city, Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore, and perhaps Pitts- 
burg and other western cities. Judge 
E. H. Gary, chairman of the United 
States Steel Corporation, is understood 
to be one of the leading spirits in the 
deal, and this is interpreted by some as 
meaning that the steel trust will control 

the output. 

This, however, is not true. Judge Gary, 
it is believed by some, may represent J. 
P. Morgan & Co., but this is not yet 
certain. 
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NORTHERN PACIFIC SLUMPS. 


With the Corner Broken, Stock Drops 
Many Points. 

New York, August 2—Two hundred 
shares of Northern Pacific common stock 
sold on the stock exchange today at 9%. 
“seller ten days.”’ The last previous sale 
was made at 118 and occurred on July 17, 
the day that J. P. Morgan announced his 
selection of five new directors for the 
Northern Pacific. The previous price to 
this had been 150, the figures at which 
many “shorts” settled with the rival syn- 
dicates. The highest ‘‘panic’’ price for 
this stock was 700 “regular” and 1,000 
‘“‘cash.”’ 

Today's transaction was done for for- 
eign account, and the ‘‘seller ten’”’ feature 
was to enabie the delivery of the stock 
by shipment. 


WANTS ABSOLUTE DIVORCE 


Jacksonville Has Sequence to Savan- 
nah Sensation. 


THE ALLEGATIONS ARE SALTY 


Contractor Shows Florida Courts 
Why He Desires To Be Payted 
from His Wife. 


Jacksonville, Fla.. August 2.—(Special.) 
Stephen S. Leonard, a wealthy Jackson- 
ville contractor, who figured recently in 
@ sensational street scene in Savannah, 
in which he forcibly took his 5-months- 
old baby from his wife's arms, is now 
seeking an absolute divorce. The judge 
of the superior ccurt in Savannah gave 
the custody of the child to the mother, 
but Leonard, in his petition, now asks 
that the child be restored to him. Mrs. 
Leonard is a young woman of remark- 
able beauty, and was married to the con- 
tractor in St. Augustine April 5 of last 
year after a short courtship. They came 
to reside in Jacksonville shortly after- 
wards, but there was discord within a 
short time. In his bill prepared and filed 
today in the office of the clerk of the 
circuit court by his attorney, Alex St. 
Clair Abrams, Leonard states that he 
has always been loving and kind, but 
that six weeks after his marriage the 
defendant displayed a most violent tem- 
per and refused him admission to their 
room, and that he was put to the humil- 
iation of sleeping in another part of the 
same house. According to the contention 
of Leonard, his Wife sought the company 
of others, avoided him and left for other 
places without his knowledge or consent. 
He further alleges that on the 8th of 
January the child, Francis, was born in 
Pensacola, and that the mother refused 
to nurse it and neglected it in various 
ways. Leonard says that all the letters 
received from his wife were full of abuse 
and that she repeatedly told him that 
she despised him and only married him 
for mercenary motives. The husband 
cites numerous instances when his wife 
struck him in the face, and on one oc- 
casion injured his left arm with a pair 
of scissors while she was in a violent 
passion. |

Boers Stong in Cape Colony. 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Mail, in a communication dated 
July 17, places the strength of the Boers 
in Cape Colony between 7,000 and 8,000 
men, almost all of whom are rebels. The 
Daily Mail contrasts this with the official 
statement not long ago that they were 
only 1,000. 

“The colonial authorities,’’ the corre- 
spondent continues, “have just awaken- 
ed to the possibility that the last shot in 
the war may be fired in Cape Colony, and 
unless vigorous efforts are put forth, 
there is nothing to prevent the Boers 
from holding out another twelve 
months.’’ 

A dispatch from Standerton, Transvaal. 
dated July 5, which had been stopped by 
the censor, has just been received here. 


It reads: 

“Walter Kitchener met Louis Botha 
and his secretary, DeWet, by appoint- 
ment, near Plat Rand a few days ago. 
They brought Kruger’s reply to Botha’s 
surrender proposal. It was: ‘‘Botha, De- 
Wet, Delarey, Steyn—Continue fighting. 
Aid will be sent when needed. Enough 
for the present.’’ 

The Boers who are invading Portuguese 
territory, says the Lorenzo Marques cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail, number 
100. They crossed the line near Nanetzi 
and are now going northward toward 
Komatipoort. A Swiss farmer reports 
that his farm buildings have been burned 
and his stock has been driven off, and 
that his wife and servants are missing. 
Although the Portuguese authorities are 
preparing to make a vigorous resistance, 
only 144 men under Captain Almeida are 
pursuing the Boers. 

Kruger Going to Russia. 

St. Petersburg, August 2.—Mr. Van Der 
Hoven, secretary of the Transvaal lega- 
tion in Brussels, is now in St. Peters- 
burg to attend a wedding, after which 
he will visit his mother, who is a Rus- 
sian. He declares that his journey has 
no political significance, despite the re- 
ports that Mr. Kruger and Dr. Leyds are 
coming here. 


CAPTURED BY VENEZUELANS. 


Professor Riddle and His Escort 
Placed in Prison. 

San Juan, Porto Rico, August 2.—Pro- 
fessor Riddle, of the San Juan normal 
school, who has been sojourning in South 
America in the interest of the United 
States fish commission, has arrived here 
from Venezuela. He tells a story of im- 
prisonment. While ascending the Orinoco, 
accompanied by an asphalt official, his

LYNCHERS CHEAT 
LAW OF A VICTIM 


Charles Davis ragged from 
Court by Tennessee Mob, 


OFFICERS FOUGHT IN VAIN 


Davis Was White and Was Charged 
with Assaulting Miss 
Hughes—Attacks on Girl’s 
Character Inflamed 
Her Relatives.

Smithville, Tenn., August 2.—The first 
lynching in the annals of DeKalb county 
took place this morning when Charley 
Davis, the man who was charged with 
criminal assault on the person of Miss 
Kate Hues on last Sunday evening, was 
taken from the court house by a mob of 
about twenty-five friends and relatives 
of the young lady and hung about a 
quarter of a mile from town. 

The assault on Miss Hues was com- 
mitted last Sunday evening, and Monday 
morning Davis was taken before the mag- 
istrate. He submitted his case and the 
trial was set for today. 

Court had met and the trial begun, 
when the defendant introduced witnesses 
to defame the girl’s character. The father 
had said that he would not allow any 
violent measures, unless this action was 
taken by the defendant. When the wit- 
ness began to give his’ testimony the 
friends and relatives of the girl arose and 
made for the prisoenr, 

For a time there were wild scenes, and 
the people were very much excited. The 
prisoner made an effort to escape by 
jumping from the second story window of 
the court room. Several pisto} shots were 
fired in the confusion and Davis was cap~ 
tured before he could jump. 

The sheriff, one of his deputies and a 
constable, who were trying to prevent the 
ivnching, togethér with the father of the 
defendant, were severely injured in R 
clash with the mob. The wounded officeTs 
are Sheriff J. T. Odum, Deputy Bob Odum 

‘Yonstable Maney Pass. 
pa a Hues, the father of the victim, 
is a prominent grocer in Smithville, and 
the mob was composed almost entirely of 
his friends and re!atives. There were 
about twenty-five men in the mob. 

After the execution of Davis the mob 
disperred and while excitement is high, 
there is no danger of further trouble. 


NEGRO LYNCHED FOR MURDER. 


Bentley Killed White Man To As- 
sault Latter’s Wife. 

Birmingham, Ala., August 2.—(Special.) 
With a rope around his neck, Charley 
Bentley, a negro, confessed to the mur- 
der of Jim Vann, alias Williams, a 
white man, and was hanged by a mob 
near Leeds, Ala., in St. Clair county, at 
noon today. The murderer's body was 
riddled with bullets and left hanging to 
the limb of a tree. 

At the time of the lynching the coroner 
of St. Clair county was at dinner in a 
house near by, having just finished an 
investigation of the death of Vann. The 
jury returned a _ verdict fixing the re- 
sponsibility of the murder on Charley 
Bentley. Members of the mob learned 
of the verdict and a crowd quickly gath- 
ered around the prisoner, and unheeding 
his pleas for mercy, hanged him to the 
limb of a tree.

Farmers living in 
the vicinity of the place answered the 
appeals for help and began a search for 
the murderer. By a hole in the bottom 
or Bentley’s shoe they followed his tracks 
to his house near by and into the woods 
some distance away, where they found 
him. 

Bentley at first denied his guilt but 
confessed when taken to the tree to be 
hanged. Bentley gave no reason for his 
crime and the citizens could assign no 
motive for the murder exept an intend- 
ed assault on the woman.

Transport Lenox Tossing About with 
a Broken Shaft. 


PROVISIONS ARE SCARCE 


Seven Men Who Left the Vessel in 
an Open Boat Are 
Picked Up. 


San Francisco, August 2.—The seven 


men from the disabled transport Lenox, 
bound from. Manila to this port, who 
were picked up in a small boat off Piedras 
Biancas light and brought to this city 
by the steamer George Loomis, tell a 
story of a broken shaft, dearth of pro- 
visions and the drifting of the helpless 
ship in the current down the coast. The 
men were Third Mate J. S. Pratt, J. Lee, 
Frank West, P. T. Flaherty and James 
P. Scanlon, ex-sailors ani men-of-wars- 
men; David Rankin, of New Jersey, a 
government clerk returnirg from Manila, 
and T. L. Rose, a reporter, formerly cons 
nected with The Manila Freedom. 

They constituted a volunteer crew that 
went in search of assistance. The Lenox 
had seventeen cabin and forty-five sec- 
ond class passengers, nearly all of whom 
are discharged sailors and soldiers, and 
the English officers and a Chinese crew 
of about thirty men. There are no wo- 
men on board. One of the crew sald: 


“The Lenox left Manila on June 27 
and Nagasaki on July 5. Suddenly, on 
the evening of July 2, the shaft broke 
within three feet of the propeller. For 
nearly a week we looked in vain for as- 
sistance, meanwhile drifting to the south- 
ward and in toward the coast. What 
made it really serious was the shortage 
of provisions. Captain Williamson asked 
the Chinese crew to man a small boat 
and attempt to reach the coast. The 
Chinese refused, and the chief officer 
came to us sailors and asked for a volun- 
ieer crew. Twenty -rinutes later we were 
off in a boat and were given a good send- 
off. The boat was rigged with a sail, 
but there was no wind, and until we 
were picked up by the Loomis we were 
at the oars and had come within sight 

as Blancas light house.”

That there is widespread interest in 
the opening of new avenues to women 
whereby they may be enabled to sup- 
port themselves is evidenced by the 
numerous communications received by 
The Constitution from ladies all over 
the state commending the movement. 
They understand as men cannot the 
need for such development, and there 
is no doubt but that they are ready to 
enthuse public opinion so that girls 
undertaking such work may feel that 
they have the indorsement of the best 
citizens. : j 

@ne such letter, from Mrs. J. J. Ans- 
ley, of Newborn, so well states the 
case that we must refer to it some- 
what in detail. “I commend in unqual- 
ified terms,’ says Mrs. Ansley, “the 
move toward providing domestic train- 
ing for the poor white girls of the 
south. Skillful training would dig- 
nify the service and thus prove one 
of the most effectual means of uproot- 
ing prejudice against white girls en- 
tering upon that class of work.” In 
removing the social barrier to such 
work Mrs. Ansley has in mind a feat- 
ure to which we’cannot shut our eyes. 
It is the glory of the white race that 
its women never forgét the social feat- 
ure, and to the honor of those women 
in more favored circumstances .that 
they would not ask their poorer sisters 
to forget it. The doors once open the 
lady from whom we are quoting sees 
great opportunities running into the 
future. “Incalculable benefits would 
essentially follow such a movement. 
In many families where these girls 
would assume domestic service they 
would have access to the best litera- 
ture, would live in the atmosphere of 
culture and refinement, would learn 
and be able to carry out the laws of 
health, would enjoy the best church 
privileges and would eventually come 
to feel the noblest sentiments and high- 
est aspirations.” 

Having arrived at this point, Mrs. 
Ansley comes to the future good when 
she says that in later years these wo- 
men “having made l\omes for them- 
selves, these beneficent § influences 
would be transmitted to their children. 
In exchange for ignorance and ill 
health, which almost universally char- 
acterizes factory life, they would have 
intelligence and physical vigor. They 
would have the inner consciousness 
that they were higher and nobler than 
their circumstances.’”” Mrs. Ansley 
has no fear but that women so quali- 
fying themselves for household service 
would find sure liberal pay from those 
in need of them. The position of 
housekeeper would become one to be 
sought and the occupant would be re- 
spected by all. 

“The women of Georgia can join in 
no grauder enterprise than by united 
effort to open the gateway to work for 
the girls of the state.” 

A noble sentiment, in which The

The Mississippi Lynching. 

The deplorable lynching reported 
from northern Mississippi must call 
for a stirring rebuke from all who have 
the interest of their country at heart. 
That a mob, in the presence of the pre- 
siding judge, while an investigation 
was under way and with the governor 
within call, should have _ ruthiessly 
taken three victims from the public jail 
must stand as a scandal until such as- 
surances has been made that it will 
never happen again. 

This lynching lacks the usual rea- 
son brought forward to justify such 
proceedings. It cannot be claimed in 
th¥s case that the overwhelming, inten- 
sified feeling of men for the protection 
of womanhood had anything to do 
with what occurred. The crime for 
which the prisoners were held was bru- 
tal enough, but it was one which 
comes up. frequently before our courts 
and for the punishment of which the 
courts have been sufficient. The cdf- 
duct of the Carrollton mob only be- 
speaks want of confidence in officers 
of court and of state. Such men would 
substitute their own wise views for 
those of them upon whom the duty rests 
of preserving peace and order. The 
best citizens of the community joined 
In appeal for observance of law, and 
even went personally into the crowd 
to entreat against what was going to 
happen. 

a It is time to make an example, and 

_ certainly the people of Carrollton have 
— the opportunity to give it force. The 
». masked men who forced their way into 


the town and assaulted the jail offend- 
ed not against the lives of the cul- 
prits, but against the whole commu- 
nity whose peace they invaded. 

For this offense against the public 
there should be a close and vigorous 
pursuit of the criminals in order to 
show that such things will not be per- 
mitted to ) Dass unpunished. 


The Maryland Convention. | 

The democratic state convention of 
Maryland has acted wisely in confining 
its attention to state issues which, at 
this time, are so important in char- 
acter. 

Of course we will hear from the op- 
position press about this man being 
“ignored” and that issue being “passed 
over,” but as long as the people con- 
cerned with the convention are satis- 
fied that is enough for those who are 
democrats. The democrats of the states 
are just now lining up by regiments. 
It will be time enough to marshal them 
off into brigades and divisions after 
they have perfected their regimental 
work. If these organizations prefer 
to discuss matters of state and to take 
up questions of local concern, they do 
well, because the most important issues 
affecting the people are those cefter- 
ing around the fireside. 

The democrats’ of Maryland have 
had an exhibition of political corrup- 
tion in the attempt to falsify the cen- 
sus reports of that state. They have 
had an experience of imported voters 
brought from abroad and_ scattered 
about where they would do the most;

ment of our material interests depend 
upon the control of the commonwealth 
by its intelligent white residents.” And 
then the declaration ends “without the 
aid of thé sixty thousand colored vot- 
ers, the republican party in Maryland 
would be a hopeless minority.” 

The situation has not been painted 
too strongly by this declaration, but it 
is to be hoped that even this desper- 
ate condition will not lead the demo- 
crats\of Maryland into the commission 
of a mistake. It is highly proper to 
legislate against an ignorant and a va- 
grant vote. No man, white or black, 
without intelligence sufficient to be pa- 
triotic should be permitted to vote, 
neither should any one who is a pro- 
fessional] tramp and vagrant and who 
makes no effort to secure a location. In 
the drawing of a line against ignorance 
and vagrancy Maryland would get rid 
of the very classes of whom she now 
stands in dread. 

The people of Maryland, however, 
may be depended upon to manage their 
own affairs wisely and wefl. They 
have some intricate questions to meet. 
and no one can understand them as 
well as those upon the ground. 


Without a Head. 

The declination. of the Ohio guberna- 
torial nomination tendered Dr. Reeme- 
lin by a féw alleged democratic bolters 
leaves that movement without a head 
and establishes the spirit of unity by 
which the democrats of the country are 
now being actuated. 

From the very beginning the move- 
ment to put up a third ticket in Ohio 
was farcical. It had behind it no dem- 
ocrat of even local respectability, and 
the charge has been sustained that it 
was engineered by Republican State 
Chairman Dick for partisan purposes, 
The prompt denunciation of the scheme 
by. Mr. Bryan, whose name theSe peo- 
ple have made unauthorized use of, 
stamped it as being without force. The 
failure of the masses to be moved by 
appeals adroitly made to their preju- 
dices showed that they were more in- 
telligent than they had been given 
credit for. As it is, the democrats of 
Qhio will go into the fight a unit. If 
they lose, they will be defeated hon- 
estly. If they succeed, the victory will 
belong to men too wise to have been 
stampeded by a scarecrow. 

Altogether the democrats of Ohio are 
to be congratulated upon their con- 
duct thus far. 


President Calhoun’s Report. 

The people of Georgia will take a 
melancholy and yet a pleasurable in- 
terest in the report of President W. L. 
Calhoun in regard to the conduct of 
the Confederate Soldiers’ home. 

That there are now sixty-three in- 
mates in that institution, ‘contented 
and happy,” should be enough to re- 
ward those who helped to place the 
institution upon its feet. And to those 
who know the confederate veteran it 
is not strange to learn that “their con- 
duct generally has been irreproach- 
able, and they have been very obedient 
to the rules and regulations prescribed 
for them.” In explanation of the fact 
that these men can do but little toward 
maintaining the grounds, President 
Calhoun represents that they are “far 
advanced in years, very feeble and 
unable to do work of any character 
even if it were required of them. Some 
of them are in very bad physical con- 
dition, and one of them.-is almost, if 
not entirely, in a state of mental] de- 
rangement.” 

Surely such a description as this, 
after personal investigation, shows that 
it was high time that Georgia had un- 

ertaken the care of her veterans. 

hese old and feeble men, unable now 
to help themselves, were young and 
strong and lusty when the call we 
forth for them to serve their state. As 
they were faithful then, and proved it 
through four years in trench and under 
fire, so should we be faithful now in 
seeing to it that their last years of 
decrepitude are rendered as easy as 
possible. 

This is the first report made since 
the establishment of the home, and it 
is gratifying to find in it that atten- 
tion has been raid to the business as 
well as to the sentimental feature of 
the institution. The board of trustees 
are doing a noble work in devoting 
their time to the welfare of the home.

|WINKING OF GREAT WEST 


Epic Feat in History of Our Race, | 


Roosevelt Declares. 


HE SPEAKS IN COLORADO 


At the Quarto-Centennial Celebra- 
tion of the State—Greeted by 
- Rough Riders. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., August 2.—At 
the Colorado quarto-centennial celebra- 
tion in this city today Theodore Roose- 
velt, vice president of the United States, 
spoke on “The Growth of*the West Dur- 
ing the Last Quarter of a Century.” 

Colonel Roosevelt was welcomed warm- 
ly during the morning by Governor Or- 
man and staff, veterans; rough riders, 
school children and many others. At 10 
o'clock he was escorted to North park, 
where he spoke in the open air to an as- 
semblage of 10,000 people. An enthusi- 
astic reception greeted the speaker, who 
was frequently interrupted by applause. 

Vice President Roosevelt opened his 
address by declaring that with the ex- 
ception of the admission to statehood of 
California no other event emphasized in 
such dramatic fashion of the growth of 
our country as the admission of Colorado, 
He sketched the system of colonial gov- 
ernment that existed prior to the settle- 
ment and growth of America, pointing 
out that up to that time no scheme had 
been devised under which it was possible 
to preserve both national unity and in- 
dividual freedom. He said: 

“Some did better than others—England 
for instance did far better than Spain— 
but in no case were the colonists treated 
as citizens of equal right in a common 
country. Our ancestors, who were at 
once strongest and the most liberty lov- 
ing among all tne peoples who had been 
thrust out into new continents, were the 
first to revolt against this system and 
the lesson taught by their ‘success has 
been thoroughly learned. 

“In applying the new principles to our 
conditions we have found the federal 
constitution a nearly perfect instrument. 
The system of a closely knit and inde- 
structible union of free commonwealths 
enabled us to do what neither Greek nor 
Roman in their greatest days could do. 
We have preserved the complete unity of 
an expanding race without impairing in 
the slightest degree the liberty of the 
individual. , 

“When in a given locality the settlers 
became sufficiently numerous they were 
admitted to statehood, and  thencefor- 
ward shared all cue rights and duties of 
the citizens of the oldest states. As with 
Columbus and the egg, the expedient 
seems obvious thoug nowadays, Ilbvit 
then it was so novel that a couple of 
generations had to pass before we our- 
selves thoroughly grasped all its fea- 
tures. At last we grew to accept an axio- 
matic the two facts of national union 
and local amd personal freedom. As 
whatever is axiomatic seems common- 
place, we now tend to accept what has 
been accomplished as a mere matter of 
course. The very completeness with 
which the vitally important’ task has 
been done almost biinds us to the extra- 
ordinary nature of the achievement.” 

Mr. Roosevelt paid a strong tribute to 
the men ‘‘who greatly dared and greatly 
did,”” and declared the winning of the 
west was “‘the great epic feat in the his- 
tory of our race.”’ 

In Gonclusion he gaid: 

“For the sake not @nly of ourselves, 
but @f our children and our children’s 
children, we must see@ that this nation 
stands for strength and honesty both at 
home and abroad. In our internal policy 
we cannot afford to rest until all that the 
government can do has been done to se- 
cure fair dealing and equal justice as 
between man and man,. dn the great part 
which hereafter, whether we will or not, 
we must play in the World at large, let 
us see to it that we neither do wrong nor 
shrink from doing right because the 
right is difficult; thag;enm the one hand 
we inflict no injury;@nd that on the 
other we have a due régard for the honor 
and the interest of our mikhty nation: 
and that we keep unsullied the renown of 
the flag which, beyond all others of the 
present: time or of the ages of the past, 
stands for confident faith in the future 
welfare and greatness of mankind.”’

INSURANCE NOTES. 


Comparatively few people have any def- 
inite idea as to the meaning of the term 
“industrial insurance,” or the extent of 
the business carried on under that name. 
This business .which has been but re- 
cently introduced in the south is assum- 
ing gigantic proportions over $5,000,000 of 
it having been written last year in Geor- 
gia alone. While this branch of in- 
surance is commonly spoken of as cheap 
insurance it is, in fact, not cheap in- 
surance at all, as the premiums are nec- 
essarily higher than those of regular old- 
line life policies, on account of the extra 
expense incurred in collection of pre- 
miums. Companies which write industrial 
business are not to be confounded with 
assessment companies, as they are all 
on the legal reserve plan. The larger 
ones are among the strongest financial 
institutions of the United States. The 
radical difference between industria’ in- 
Surance and ordinary life insurance lies 
in the fact that industrial insurance is 
written in smaller amounts and that the 
premiums are paid in weekly instalments. 
thus carrying the advantages of life in- 
surance to a large class of people who 
are not in a position to provide them- 
selves with insurance of the ordinary 
kind. The average policy is for an 
amount a little below $150, while the 
average premium is 10 cents per week. 
The Metropolitan is the only company 
writing industrial insurance in Georgia, 
and since it began in this state five years 
ago has made wonderful progress. Dur- 
ing the year ending June 30 the new 
business of the company in Georgia 
amounted-to something over $5,000,000. 


There is still a deal of discussion as to 
the new cotton form of the S. E. T. A. 
and statements of very conflicting nature 
are daily made by prominent insurance 
men in reference to the extent to which 
it will be used. One of the best known 
men in the fire’ business stated yester- 
day that it was his prediction that before 
the season was well on the form would be 
turned down by everybody, and this not 
for the objection of the companies, but 
for the fact that cotton shippers would 
refuse to buy insurance under the new 
form. It is said that two of the 
largest shippers of Atlanta have 
said that they will not insure 
a bale under this form, as it leaves the 
cotton exposed at the very time protec- 
tion is most needed. On the other hand 
the friends of the new form claim that 
as it has been approved bv the associa- 
tion, that every company in the associa- 
tion will have to use it or get out. They 
Seem to be confident that the opposition 
to the form will fade away before the 
season is on in earnest. From a poll of 
the city the friends of the form appear 
to be in the majority.

TOWN [5 MADE IN A NIGHT 


Homeseekers Who Drew Blanks 
Have Founded Lawton. 


GAMBLERS ARE IN CLOVER 


Every Known Game of Chance Is Be- 
ing Conducted—Thousand In- 
dians Camped Near. 


Fort Sill, Okla., August 2.—A town of 
2,000 people, to be known as Lawton, has 
grown up just outside the fort limits in a 
night. Immediately following the close 
of the land lottery at El Reno thousands 
of homeseekers who drew blanks started 
for three points picked out by the federal 
government for town sites in the new 
country, namely, Anadarko, Hobart and 
Lawton. A majority of the people fa- 
vored Lawton, which is 2% miles 
inland, and tonight thousands are camp- 
ed in and about the proposed town site 
awaiting the sale of lots on August 6. 

Already Lawton has 400 temporary bus- 
iness houses, including a grocery firm 
and a newspaper, and three streets have 
been laid out. A national bank has been 
projected. Every form of gambling 
known to the frontier is being run wide 
open, side by side with fake shows of va- 
rious descriptions. To add to the pictur- 
esqueness of the scene, a thousand Co- 
manche Indians have pitched their tents 
near by. 

Blanks Being Rapidly Drawn. 

El Reno, Okla., August 2.—After the 
last of the 13,000 names were drawn from 
the wheels last night the great boxes 
containing the 150,000 names of the un- 
lucky applicants were taken to the school 
house. There the work of drawing was 
continued, but no record other than num- 
bering the envelopes and notifying the 
owner of the name therein is being made. 
It is thought no less than 20,000 namés 4a 
day will be drawn from now on. 

The last numbers giving a homestead 
to the owners were drawn in the El Reno 
district by C. H. Palbrook, of Portland, 
Mich., and by Harvey F. McNaughton, 
of Arkansas City, Kan., in the Lawton 
Gistrict. The closing scene was tame and 
unmarked by any kind of demonstration. 
The streets today are lined with prairie 
schooners, ladened with household goods, 
and all are headed south. The town, 
which last Monday accommodated about 
40,000 visitors, is nearly deserted today. 
Last night and this morning's trains 
have carried away hundreds who remain- 
ed for the close of the drawings. The 
commissioners who have charge of sell- 
ing town sites will leave today or tomor- 
row for their districts. The sales will 
begin on August 6.

Death of Robert Smith Last 
hight To Have a Sequel 
Facts of Difficulty 


JOHNSON SURRENDERED 
HIMSELF 10 SHERIFF 


Smith Died Last Night at 7:30 
O’Clock — Statement Is Given 
Out for Johnson — Self- 
Defense Is the Plea 
Made. 


» 


Robert Smith died last evening at 7:30 
o'clock at St. Joseph's infirmary from a 
knife wound inflicted by his brother in 
law, James W. Johnson, last Thursday 
afternoon. 

An hour before Smith die@ Johnson 
went to the Tower and surrendered him- 
self to the sheriff, having heard that 
Smith was dying. 

Johnson dénies that he has been hfd- 
ing out since the cutting occurred, and 
Says that after he gave the $1,000 bond 
, on the charge of assault with intent to 
murcer he has been inthe city every day. 

When seen in the Tower fast night 
by a reporter of The Constitution John- 
son declined to make any statement 
about the affair and referred the reporter 
to Charles A. Morris, who gave a short 
and succinct account of the fight between 
the two men when Smith received his 
death blow. 

Smith and Johnson married sisters 
and lived near Piedmont park on ad- 
joining farms. Smith ran 4 dairy. and 
Johnson worked in town for the Morris 
Transfer Company. The two men had, 
up to within a week of the fatal fight, 
been good friends. They fell out about 


Smith’s cows breaking into Johnson’s 
corn field. They could not come to an 
understanding and the last and fatal row 
occurred when Johnson was walking 
through Smith’s farm toward the city, 
that being a short cut. 

Story of the Dying Man. 

Smith, it is said, made a statément 
before he died and claimed that he was 
cut to death without any provocation. 

From the account given by Morris for 
Johnson it would appear that Smith was 
the aggressor and that Johnson used his 
knife in self-defense. 

Johnson will now be held on the charge 
of murder. The fact that he its a brother 
in law of the dead man makes the case 
one of unusual interest. 

To The Constitution reporter C. A. Mor- 
ris made the following statement: 

“There is very little to tell as com- 
ing from Mr. Johnson. He has doubtless 
declined to talk himself, on account of his 
relationship to the man who is dead, and 
because he is very much distressed about 
the affair. What he did was in self- 
defense, but, of course, he is sorry that 
he was forced to do what he did. A 
week before the fight Johnson and Smith 
had had some trouble about the Jatter’s 
cows going into the former’s corn field 
and destroying the crop. Johnson tad 
been to Smith and had even offered to 
help mend the fences. But Smith de- 
clined to do anything. A few days ago 
the cows again got into Johnson’s field 
and he ran them out with a dog. This 
made Smith very angry and he told 
three or four persons that as Johnson 
had beat his cows he would beat Johnson. 
On the afternoon of the fight Johnson 
started to. the city and went, as he had 
always done, threugh Smith’s lot. Smith 
met him and hailed him to stop. He ask- 
ed Johnson whv he had beat his cows 
and Johnson replied that he had only 
run them out with a dog. Smith called 
Johnson a liar and Johnson tried to get 
away, saying that he did not want any 
trouble. Smith advanced and _ struck 
Johnson three or four times with his 
fist. Johnson took care of himself and 
Smith picked up a heavy club and, as he 
advanced, Johnson opened his knife. The 
two men closed in and Johnson made a 
cut with his knife and sag?d himself from 
being clubbed to death. That was all of 
_ 


Smith’s body was taken in charge bv 
Undertakers Barclay & Brandon last 
night. The funeral will occur Sunday 
afternoon and the interment will be at 
Rock spring church. 

Smith leaves a wife and three young 
children. Johnson has a wife and one 
child. The two men married Misses 
Beares, and as the wives are sisters the 
tragedy is one marked by great and un- 
usual distress and sorrow.

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FIREMAN MEETS DEATH IN EXPLOSION 
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~ OF AN ENGINE BOILER NEAR BOLTON

was found Fireman Aenchbacher. He was 
not pinned down by the debris, but the 
bruises on his face and head showed that 
he had been struck by flying fragments. 

Upon the shock of the explosion, the 
frightened vassengéers rushed from the 
cars. Assistance reached the side Of the 
injured men as soon as possible and they 
were given attention. Fireman Aench- 
bacher was carrted back to the depot at 
Bolton and Engineer Bell was carried to 
the residence of Dr. W. C. Fisher, near 
by, where efforts were made to alleviate 
their sufferings. ' 

Dead Man’s Wife Notified. 

Fireman <Aenchbacher lingered until 
about 9:30 o’clock, when he breathed his 
last. When his condition was at first 
ascertained it was realized that he could 
not live and a telephone message was 
sent into the city requesting that his 
wife be notified. Mrs. Aenchbacher hur- 
ried to the scene, but when she arrived 
she was not allowed to see her husband, 
she being sent back home on a car. The 
death of her husband is a great shock to 
Mrs. AenchDacher and she is nearly pros- 
trated. 

The officials of the road in Atlanta were 
notified of the accident and the wrecking 
car and crew and a special train were 
sent to the scene. On the special were 
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Major McCollum. superintendent of the 
road; Assistant Superintendent Evans 
and Dr. Bernard Wolff, one of the sur- 
geons of the road. The work of clear- 
ing away the wreckage was immediately 
begun, and last night the track was in 
condition for trains to pass. Superinten- 
dent McCollum and Assistant Superin- 
tendent Evans personally superintended 
the work, 

The passengers of train No. 2, the 
wrecked train, and train No. 91, due in 
Atlanta from Chattanooga at 11:35 o'clock 
in the morning were transferred at the 
scene of the wreck. The passengers of 
No. 91 were transferred to the cars of 
No. 2 and brought into the city and the 
cars of No. 91 were returned to Chatta- 
nooga, oleh on board the passengers 


of No, 2. 

The Marietta accommodation, which 
leaves the city about noon, was not run 
yesterday. 

Cause of Explosion Unknown. 

The cause of the explosion is enveloped 
in mystery. Major McCollum stated yes- 
terday afternoon that an expert examina- 
tion would be required to determine the 
cause. He is of the opinion that the 
crown sheet, which is just above the fire- 
box and between the sizebox and the 
boiler, wags blown down. When the crown 
sheet was bicwn out the steam and water 
rushed froin the boiler.

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Fireman Aenchbacher was 3% years of 
age and had heen in the employ of the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad Company 
for sixteen years. He first worked in 
the shops, and after learning his trade 
went on the road. He was on the road 
for a period of ten years. He was born 
near Columbus, Ga. A wife and six chil- 
dren survive him, five sons and one 
daughter. The eldest child is a daugh- 
ter, Miss Clara, 17 years of age, and 
the youngest is a baby boy 7 months old. 

Mr. Aenchbacher was a member of the 
Jones Avenue Baptist church and took a 
great interest in church work. He was 
a member of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen, and that order will likely 
take charge of tHe funeral arrangements. 

There is a pathetic incident connected 
with the death of Mr. Aenchbacher. His 
daughter had planned to leave the city 
yesterday afternoon for a month’s visit. 
Yesterday morning just before leaving on 
hig train the father gave the daughter 
some money, and, Kissing her goodby, 
told her he supposed he would not see 
her again for some time. That was the 
last time he was ever to see her in this 
life, 

Engineer Bell is also an old employee 
of the road and is very popular with all 
who know him. His wife reached the 
scene of the accident yesterday before 
he was removed to the city. 


WOULD INCREASE. 
SURETY DEPOSITS 


Governor May Recommend This 
Step to Legislature 


DEPOSIT NOW IS $28,000 


Execution Will Be Issued in Tax 
Collector Sanford’s Case Unless 
He Pays Up by Monday. 
Bonded in a Baltimore 
Surety Company. 


As a result of the situation in Mloyd 
ceunty, involving the disappearance of 
a large sum of money belonging to the 
state and to the county, a total of some- 
thing like $35,000, it is iikely Governor 
Candler will recommend to the next ses- 
sion of the general assembly that the 
deposits sequired of surety companies in 
Georgia be increased from $25,000 to $5%,- 
000. 

Governor Candler intimated yesterday 
that he wuvuld probably make this recom- 
mendatior. The present deposit of $235,- 
000 is amply sufficient to secure the state 
in this case, but ‘ft is not large enouch 
tc secure both the state and county. 
This step, of course, would not be taken 
on the presumption that any of the big 
surety companies would refuse to pay 
the losses, but simply in order to insure 
protection. 

It is said that Tax Collector V. T. San- 
ford, of Floyd county, is indebted to the 
state to the extent of about $15,000. The 
governor has given him until August 5 to 
muke a settlement, and unless this is 
done an execution will be issued aga‘»st 
him by Comptrollef General W. A. 
Wright on August 6. 

This execution will be primarily against 
the tax collector and next against bis 
bondsmen, Tax Collector Sanford’s sure- 
ty is the United States Fidelity and 
Guaranty Company of Baltimore, which 
will have to make good the amount due 
the state unless this is done by the tax 
collector or his friends. 

The fact that there is danyer at times 
of bonded officials getting away with 
more than $25,000, the amount of the de- 
posit requiced by law, ‘eads the gov- 
ernor to think that a much larwer de- 
posit should be required, and in all prob- 
ability he will recommend that the !egis- 
lature make the amount $50,000.

The prison commission yesterday heard 
arguments from several attorney8 upon 
the petitions filed asking for the pardon 
of Dolly Pritchett, the Cherokee county 
girl who is serving a life sentence for 
infanticide, in order that she may be 
sent to the Home of the Good Shepherd 
at Georgetown, D. C. 

The commission will not act upon the 
case until some time next week, as it 
is desired to know the dispositton of the 
girl's mother with regard to the matter. 
It was reported a short time ago that 
her parents would ‘oppose her being taken 
to the institution designated. Recently 
her father died, and it is only a question 
now of her mother’s consent. 

It was stated to the commission by the 
attorneys that the girl herself had con- 
sented to go to the institution selected 
for her in case she was pardoned, and 
also that her mother had consented that 
this course be taken. The attorneys could 
furnish no further proof than a hearsay 
statement as to the consent of the mother, 
and it was for that reason that the com- 
mission will defer action in the case. It 
was announced that this consent could 
be secured from the mother, and when 
it is, it will be presented to the commis- 
sion. It is expected that this will be 
done some time next week, and as soon 
as such is the case the commission will 
act on the case. 

The arguments before the commission 
yesterday were made by Sheppard Bryan, 
of Atlanta, and W. A. Teasley, Jr., of 
Canton, representing the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, and by George 
C. Spence representing Mrs. M. E. Horne. 
Samuel N. Evins also appeared in behalf 
of the petition filed by Mrs. Horne. 

The attorneys argued that from what 
had been learned of the girl there was in 
her the making of a g00d woman, pro- 
vided she were surrounded by proper in- 
fluences and properly brought up. It 
was stated that the object in securing 
her pardon was not to release her out- 
right but to send her to the Home of xhe 
Good Shepherd where these influences 
could be given her. The attorneys stated 
that the girl was willing to go to thé 
home and said that they felt sure that 
thev would be able to get the consent 
in writing from the mother. 

There is no indication of what the com- 
misSion will do in the matter, but it is

WAR CLOUDS: 
HAN HEAVY

Colombia and Venezuela Will 
Appeal to the Arbitrament 
of the Sword, 


TO REBELLION AT HOME 
FOREIGN WAR IS ADDED 


For in Each County a Revolution Is 
in Progress—Situation Critical 
at Colon, and the United 
States May Inter- 
fere. 


Caracas, “August 2—The Venezuelan 
government reports that the revolu- 
tionists have been defeated near San 
Cristobal. 

All Cablegrams Censored. 

San Juan, P. R., August 2.—Mail advices 
received here from Venezuela and Colom- 
bia say the censored cablegrams.- which 
the Venezuelan government allows press 
correspondents to forward from Caracas, 
are inaccurate. President Castro's army, 
it is added, does not exceed 3,000 sol- 
diers. 

General Uribe-Uribe is reported to be 
a month’s march from Bogota, the cap- 
ital of Colombia, with less than 3,000 
men. 

Battles are said to be imminent. The 
Venezuelan revolutionists were at San 
Cristobal and the Colombian revolution- 
ists were at Cucuta when the mail ad- 
vices were forwarded. 

Castro To Fight Colombia. 

Port of Spain, Trinidad, August 2.— 
In consequence of the resignation of Sen- 
or Pulido, minister of war, it is feared 
that President Castro, of Venezuela, as 
proposed to the cabinet, will declare war 
against Colombia, notwithstanding public 
opinion against such a move. The presi- 
dent, it is said, suggested that the nass- 
ports be handed to. the minister from 
Colombia, and it is feared that the most 
serious complications will follow the pres- 
ent situation. 

President Castro, while facing the up- 
rising against his own authority, is also 
accused of furthering secretly the revolu- 
tion against the Colombian government. 

Arms, ammunition and the other acces- 
sories of war have been quietly smug- 
gled into Venezuela throtign «cm water- 
ways of the republic and the frst en- 
gagement is expected to be the signal for 
uprisings in several widely separated dis- 
tricts. 

Colombia Angered by Castro. 

In the adjoining republic of Colombia 
a very strong feeling of resentment 
against the Castro government exists on 
account of what is considered a serious 
breach of international law on the part 
of Venezuela for its alleged recognition 
of. if not actual assistance to, the lead- 
ers of the revolutionary party of Colom- 
bia. 

It is even said that not only has the 
Venezuelan goverment permitted its 
ports to be used by the Colombian revo- 
lutionists as a base for the collection of 
supplies, but it has winked at, if not ac- 
tually assisted, the Colombian revolu- 
tionists. 

A report has been current here that 
General Rafael Uribe-Uribe arrived in 
Caracas several days ago under the name 
of Senor Victor Tore and in an interview 
of about three hours with General Cas- 
tro. He went to La Guayra soon after- 
wards and proceeded on board the Ven- 
ezuelan gunboat Augusto. He started im- 
mediately for Maracaibo, where he met 
about 3,000 troops on the fron- 
tier between Venezuela* and Colombia, 
ready to act at once in the invasion of 
Colombian territorv. 

United States May Interfere. 


Washington, August 2.—A cablegram 
has been received at the state department 
from the United States consul at Colon 
stating that if the present revolutionary 
troubles in that section became more ag- 
gravated the traffic across the isthmus 
will securely become interrupted. The 
United States government is bound by a 
treaty to keep this traffic open to the 
world. No reauest for a warship to be 
sent to the scene of the trouble has been 
made. 

The political situation in the neighbor- 
ing republics of Venezuela and Colombia 
in South America, and the probability 
of war between these two states, is at- 
tracting considerable attention in diplo- 
matic circles. Should war actually result 
the authorities in each country would 
not only have to deal with their foreign 
enemies but with their domestic foes, as 
each of the countries now has what prac- 
tically amounts to a civil war on its 
hands. 

The officials at the Colombian legation 
are at a loss to understand the report 
of President Castro's declaration of mar- 
tial law on the ground that his country is 
being invaded by Colombia. The revolu- 
tion, headed by Dr. Calviras, who cross- 
ed the Venezuelan border from Colombia 
where he had taken refuge, is said to be 
in no sense an invasion by Colombians. 
Dr. Calviras belonged to the party of 
Andrade, who was overthrown by Cas- 
tro, and it is stated in diplomatic cir- 
cles that he is simply heading a re- 
bellion of Venezuelans against the .lat- 
ter’s authority. No definite information 
has been received here regarding the 
whereabouts of General ribe-Uribe, 
who in his turn is heading a maoyement 
against the present government in Co- 
lommbia from the Venezuelan side.

Rio de Janeiro, August 2.—The large 
portrait of himself which Emperor Wil- 
liam of Germany presented to the Naval 
Club here as a token of his majesty’s ap- 
preciation of the condolences of the club 
at the loss of the training ship Gneisse- 
nau, was formally unveiled yesterday. 
The officers of the U. 8. cruiser Atlanta 
participated in the ceremonies.

Early Gold Mines. 


It is the general impression that the 
early seekers after gold confined them- 
selves to alluvial workings; but that this 
is not the case so far as India is con- 
cerned has been shown in an interesting 
paper recently fead before the Camera 
Club, London, by Dr. J. W. Evans. 

The modern development of the Kolar 
gold field has shown the existence of an- 
cient workings at a depth of nearly 400 
feet from the surface, and it seems as- 
tonishing that the ancient workers should 
have done so much with the imperfect ap- 
pliances which they possessed, more par- 
ticularly as these workings are very wet. 

It seems that the old method of mining 
comprised the sinking of two shafts con- 
nected underground by a short drive or 
passage. This arrangement permitted of 
a free draft for the fires which were 
lighted to shatter the gold bearing rock, 
for that was the method of procedure 
before the use of explosives. 

Accumulations of charcoal and black- 
ened rocKs are vet to be found in these 
old workings. There are also found in 
the wetter shafts broken fragments of 
chatties (earthenware pots), which it is 
believed were used for draining the mine. 

A succession of men, or more possibly 
women, was stationed in each shaft: and 
while one party handed the empty chat- 
ties down they were handed up ful) of 
water by means of the other shaft. The 
niches where these water bearers stood 
while engaged in their monotonous labor 
can still be seen,

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CRESCEUS BREAKS RECORD; 


TROTS MILE 


IN 2:02 1-4 TIME 


Columbus, Ohio, August 2.—Cresceus, 
champion of the trotting turf, added new 
laurels to his fame today, by trotting a 
mile in 2:02%, reducing by half a second 
his week-old record of 2:02%, made at 
Cleveland last Friday. 

The first half was trotted in 59%, the 
first time that the distance has been cov- 
ered in less than one minute by a trot- 
ter. The time by quarters was 29%, 59%, 
1:30% and 2:024%. Onty a stiff wind blow- 
ing directly up the stretch kept him from 
stepping faster than 2:02.

Will Try To Collect for Work 
Done by County, 


AMOUNT 1S HEABLY $40,000 


@laimed That Extensive Grading and 
Paving Has Been Done for Com- 
pany’s Lines Outside the 
City for Which County 
Has Not Been Paid. 


A number of taxpayers of Fulton county 
@re making preparations to bring suit 
against the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company for $30,000 ‘or $40,000 in the name 
of the county for grading and paving 
which has been done by the county along 
-'the Power company’s lines outside of the 
‘eity, and for which the county has never 
feceived any remuneration. 

It was learned yesterday that quite a 

number of property owners in the county 
who have interested themselves in this 
matter have consulted a firm of promi- 
nent lawyers in the city, and have been 
informed that the county can recover 
|from the Atlanta Railway and Power 
‘Company for the work that has been done 
in this connection through which the 
‘company was benefited. 
As has been stated frequently, the 
‘county is considerably in debt, to the 
extent of some $30,000 or $40,000, which 
‘amount the county commissioners haye 
had to borrow in order to pay necessary 
expenses. 

These taxpayers say that ff the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company had been 
required to pay for the paving and grad- 
ing which was done for their benefit, the 
county would have been free from debt, 
and would not have been put to the ne- 
cessity of borrowing this money. 

It is understood that the work done by 
‘the. county on the lines to Brookwood 
and:-to East Point especially, has been 
investigated, and the conclusion reached 
that much of this work was primarily 
for the benefit of the railway company. 
Then, too, it is stated, the county's 
chert and rock has been used in paving 
between and on either side of the tracks 
of this company. 

It is stated further that the county 
convicts have done this grading and put 
down the paving, and that the county 
treasury has never been reimbursed for 
‘their services. 
| The lawyers consulted have expressed 
the opinion positively that the county 
can and should recover for this work, 
andAt-is understood they will be instruct- 
‘ed to proceed to bring the suit. 

The citizens are keeping very quiet 
about the matter at present, principally 
for the reason that they have not secured 
all the data needed. They are diligently 
at work upon it, however, and it is under- 
stood the suit will be ready to be filed 
in court within the next two or three 
weeks, :

Tried To Get $1,200 for Collecting 
$6,000 Back Taxes for 
the State. 

Hon. Wiley Burnett, H. C. Tuck and 
®. H. Lumpkin, of Athens, were in the

995 000 1S AMOUNT ASKED 


Suit Closely Follows the Alderman’s 
$25,000 Suit Against Fourth 
Ward Committee — Both 
Result from Card 
Writing. 


Closely following his $25,000 suit against 
the fourth. ward committee, Alderman 
James W. Kilpatrick yesterday brought 
suit against The Atlanta Journal for 
$25,000. The suit was filed by Attorneys 
Candler & Thomson. 

The second action is based principally 
on the same grounds as the suit against 
the fourth ward committee, the two suits 
growing out of the same transaction. Al- 
derman Kilpatrick sued the committee of 
citizens for writing and having published 
two cards, and he sues The Journal for 
publishing the cards. The cards resulted 
from the vote of the alderman to limit to 
twenty-one years the Boulevard and 
Peters street franchises given the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company. 

The petitioner charges that the cards 
were published with malicious intent and 
without charge to the authors. It is al- 
leged that certain statements were false 
and malicious, the tendency of which 
was to injure the reputation of the alder- 
man and expose him to public hatred, 
contempt and ridicule. 

One paragraph of the petition is as fol- 
lows: 

“That said newspaper is largely if not 
absolutely controlled and its publications 
as to street railroad franchises in the 
city of Atlanta influenced by the same 
men who dominate and control or advise 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, a 
street railroad corporation of said city, 
which was seeking franchises from the 
mayor and general council of the city of 
Atlanta, and the refusal of petitioner to 
vote for which, as applied for by said rail- 
road company, was the underlying cause 
of publications made by said defendant of 
the false and malicious article herein- 
after set forth.”

FOR BIG STEAL 


Young Men of Good Families 
Get Into Trouble 


BRASS AND COPPER STOLER 


Electric Light Company and Two 
Street Car Companies Had Been 
Looted for Over a Year. 

One of Prisoners Makes 
Full Confession. 


Three young white men, all well known 
and belonging to highly respectable fam- 
ilies, and two negroes are behind the 
bars at the police barracks charged wita 
stealing brass and copper from the Gcor- 
gia Electric Light Company, the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company and the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company. 

The stealing has been going on for 
more than a year, but was done in such 
a way that it seemed almost impossible 
to locate the guilty persons. During tnat 
time brasses and copper were | stolen 
amounting to thousands of dollars. 

The three white men under arrest ar? 
Fred Jones, W. T. Watts aml Charles 
Futrell. Jones has made a full confession 
to the city detectives and admits that 
he has been systematically stealing yal- 
uable copper and brass from the Georgia 
Electric Light Company for nearly 4 
year. 

Watts says he worked for a man to 
whom the stolen prass and copper were 
sold, but he declares he knew nothing 
about the matter. The officers say they 
will have evidence to show that Watts 
knew all about the stealing and that he 
received a part of the profits. 

Futrell has stated that he did sell 
brass and copper and that he bought it 
from a countryman. 

Carried Off the Mctal. 

Jones has been employed by the electric 
light company and he carried off the 
brass and copper whenever he found an 
opportunity to do so. The metal brought 
10 cents a pound, and he could carry off in 
a sack several dollars’ worth each day. 

The negroes under arrest are Alf Brown 
and Thomas Jackson, alias John Wil- 
hams. ‘They are said to have assisted 
the thieves in getting the stolen prop- 
erty to a place where it could be sold 
and that they shared in the profits. They 
both deny their guilt. and assert that 
they never hed any transactions with 
either of the three white men under ar- 
rest, 

The case was worked up by Detectives 
White, Simpson and Green. They ascer- 
tained that brass and copper was being 
sold at several junk shops at reduced 
prices, and an {investigation revealed the 
fact that the electric light company and 
the two street car companies had been 
missing brass and copper wire for sev- 
eral months, but in such small quantities 
as to make it impossible to locate the 
leakage. 

The confession of Jones furnished the 
last link in the chain and the officers say 
they have clean open and shut cases 
against all of the five prisoners.

From letters received by Mr. Crawford 
sirce his son's death, it seems the young 
man had been telling some of his men 
of a piece of repair work which he had 
just finished when by accident his hand 
came in contact with a live wire from 
which he could not release his hold. 
One of the young men instantly pulled out 
the switch and though everything possible 
was done to resuscitate young Crawford, 
he never regained consciousness. It was 
thought that on account of the small 
amount oO8 *uWrrent that was on at the 
time, the accident was fatal rather as a 
result of some weakness of the heart, as 
many men have taken stronger currents 
without fatal results.

BETTER MILK I$ BEING SOLD 


DATRIES IN GOOD CONDITION 


Ordinances Will Be Passed To Pre- 
vent Cows from Being Allowed 
To Drink Sewer Water. 


Sanitary dairies and q higher standard 
of milk is what the city board of health 
demands of the milkmen who do business 
in Atlanta. 

This fact was brought out clearly yes- 
terdav afternoon during the meeting of 
the board. It was shown that the dairy- 
men were being required to place their 
dairies in a proper sanitary condition, 
and the report of the milk inspector was 
to the effect that conditions had im- 
proved fully 75 per cent in the past 
month. 

It was also reported by Inspectors that 
there were many cows in Atlanta that 
were allowed to drink from sewers. Dr. 
Richardson introduced a resolution call- 
ing upon the city council to pass the nec- 
essarv ordinances to prevent cows from 
being vermitted to drink water that had 
been contaminated. 

The mayor called the attention of the 
board to the fact that steps might be 
taken to require a tax from dairymen 
who sold milk in Atlanta, and a commit- 
tee, consisting of Drs. Richardson and 
Benson and the mayor, was appointed to 
consult with the tax committee of coun- 
cil in regard to this matter. 

The report of the committee which pre- 
pared rules for the government of the 
health officer was adopted. These rules 
were published in The Constitution some 
days ago. The board thought favorably 
of the request of Major W. F. Slaton, su- 
perintendent of the public schools, that 
the health officer visit each school at tIn- 
tervals. He suggested that the sight and 
hearing of scholars should be examined. 

The claim of Mrs. C. M. Fraser for %6 
as rent for the use of her property as a 
feeding place for mules of the sanitary 
department was turned down on motion 
of Dr. Benson. The Dill she rendered 
against the board was for eleven months, 
beginning in July, 1897. Steve Johnstone 
was granted time in which to repair all 
the waste paper boxes on the street cor- 
ners that might be out of order.

The cables were fully | point better 
than expected and English buying in the fall 
months was something of a feature during 
the first hour. New Orleans buying in the 
local pit was a feature of the day’s opera- 
tions. Soon after the cal] a commission house 
purchased 5,000 bales October and 5,000 bales 
December, pit traders selling this cotton, much 
of it short, on the theory that a reaction would 
follow the first hour’s trading; but, while there 
was slight reactions from time to time, the 
general course of the market was upward. 
The weather reports, public and private, in- 
dicated continued drought over the central 
and western beit and the forecast for tonignt 
and tomorrow pointed to clear conditions gen- 
erally. Moreover, bulls here were encouraged 
by the heavy demanu for spot cotion, sales in 
the open market reaching 5,356 bales with 
rumor having it that some 3,000 to 4,000 bales 
more had been quietiy done between Fall 
River spinners and the people who took Au- 
gust cotton on contract. (rop reports were 
mixed. Receipts at aij points were again 
small. The market was finally steady with 
prices net | to 5 points higher. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, August 2.—The market for spo 
cotton was decidedly quiet. There is but Jitth 
demand except for the higher grades, which ars 
very scarce. Sales today 65 bales. \Quota- 
tions unchanged. 

In the future market there was somewhat 
better feeling than yesterday. Liverpool ts 
showing some disposition to harden, anu today 
moved up |-!6d on spots and 2-64u to 4-64, on 
deliveries.

World’s Visible Supply of Cotton. 


New Orleans, August 2.—Secretary Hester’s 
statement of the world's visible supply of cot- 
ton, made up from specia] cable and tele- 
graphic advices, compares the figures of this 
week with last week, last year and the year 
before. 

It shows a decrease for the week just closed 
of 142,898 bales, aginst a decrease of 63,441 
last year and a decrease of 152,765 the year 
before last. 

The total visible is 2,159,989, against 2,302,- 
887 last week, |,350,234 last year and 2,9yvU,- 
621 year before last. 

Of this the tota] of American cotton is 
1.326.989, against |,407,887 last week, 828,- 
234 last year and 2,244,62/ year before last, 
and of all other kinds, including Egypt, Brazil, 
India, etc., 823,000, against 895,000 last 
week, 522,000 last year and 746,000 year be- 
fore last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows a decrease compared with last week of 
142,898 bales, an increase compared with 
last year of 809,755 and a decrease compared 
with year before last of 830,632. 

Of the world’s visible supply, as above, 
there is now afloat and held in Great Britain 
and Continental Europe 1!,084,000, against 
624,000 last year and 1,858,000 year before 
\last; in Egypt 91,000, against 65,000 last year 
‘and 68,000 year before last; in India 481,- 
000, against 288,000 last year and 472,000 
year before last, and in the United States 504,- 
OO, against 173,000 last year and 593,vuLv 
year before last.

W. E. Small & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 2.—From 12:23 p. m. to 
1:25 p. m. today there were but five trades 
made in January cotton. Each of those were 
doubtless 100 bales, or a total of 500 bales 
in 2n active month durtng an hour. We doubt 
whether this record for dullness has been 
equaled during the entire season. There was 
absolutely nothing doing. At the start a 
higher Liverpool caused an advance and the 
market gained the loss of the early part of the 
week. That is, after ‘‘marching down the 
hill, marched back again.’’ Fluctuations are 
to simply keep a few brokers employed until 
afte- the government report on Monday. The 
averag> operator believes there has been a 
drought over a considerable portion of the 
belt during July. This resulted in a deteriora- 
tion in some sections more than has been off- 
set by improvement in others. The average 
operator is therefore inclined to look for a 
condition slightly below that given in the 
previous report of 81. From inquiries on the 
floor, we think 78 represents the average 
figure that is expected. Anything above that 
or anything below 76 will be a distinct sur- 
and likely to result in a 
trice movement and an increase in speculation. 
The enormous acreage is the only hope of a 
big crop. We are not inclined to advise short 
selling until something more definite can be 
known. The visible supply lost 80,000 bales 
more than last year again this week. Noth- 
ing in this upon which to sell future when 
spot cotton is bringing 8e in the south. But 
the time is not ripe for an advance of im- 
portance.

Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 2.—Prices tn the cotton 
market this morning were advanced 3 to 5 
points on very smal] transacticns and a lack 
of interest pending further developments in 
Texas, where fair weather prevailed as a 
rule excepting at Palestine and Kerryville, 
where reports indicated good rains, while the 
government forecast for the estate was for 
fair weather tonight and tomorrow. Cables 
were quiet and satisfactory at our opening 
and helped the early advance. Some Texas 
private accounts indicated only one-fifth of 
a bale where last vear they raised half a bale. 
Sellers were quite cautious, and it was ob- 
servable that the people who have been pinning 
their faith in a big crop were advising the 
avoidance of short selling and expressing the 
bellef of the market doing better. The con- 
tinent figured as a buyer in this market to- 
day, and this was accepted as a hopeful sign. 
Liverpool closed 2 to 3% points higher. The 
Texas situation continues as mixed as hereto- 
fore, meanwhile the trade is anxiously await- 
ing the bureau report on the 5th instant. 
Just what effect this may have on the market 
is uncertain, but in any event the expectation 
is, that while wery high figures for condi- 
tion may depress the market, it fs not likely 
that prices will be kept down except tempo- 
rarily. It might be the case otherwise at an 
earlier period of the vear, but not so at the 
beginning of August, when everything de- 
pends on the developments during the cur- 
rent month. One party In Texas predicted a 
crop for that state not exceeding 3,500,000 
bales, and 9,000,090 total, and advised Texas 
planters to hold thelr new crop for !0c a 
pound as minimum for middling. Port re- 
ceipts estimated at 1,414, against 2,700 last 
year.

Georgia Cotton Company’s Crop Let. 
ter. 


Albany, Ga., August |.—Since our last letter, 
under date of July 2, the weather for the 
growing crop has been about al] that could be 
desired and they have made good progress. 
Most of the fields are in good condition, and 
with favorable seasons from now out we look 
for a fair crop in this section. The crop is 
still two to thfee weeks late and bas very 
little or any grown fruit on it, while at this 
time of the year usually we have a bottom 
and middle crop. August, as we all know, is 
the most disastrous month for cotton, and the 
planters generally try to hage their crops far 
enough advanced by the Ist of August so as to 
insure them a fair crop; but this is not the 
case now. The crop stands today, in the same 
condition that it should on or about the |Oth of 
July, and this being the case, a drought now 
would be very disastrous. We are needing 
rain now, and some few sections are suffering, 
but we do not think the crop is being damaged 
to any great extent. Should we get rains 
within the next five or six days, we think 
they will be in full time. The writer has been 
ovér quite a large area of the cotton crop in 
southwest Georgia, and he does not remember 
to have seen a crop as badly spotted. You 
will see a beautiful field of cotton from 2% to 
3 feet high in a good fix and full of blooms, 
and a mile farther on you will see a fleld of 
cotton 10 or /2 inches high with but a few 
blooms on it at the top. This seems to be the 
case over the entire section. It is also very 
perceptible that the stands are badly broken, 
but. as stated above, we believe with gooc 
seasons from now until the 15th of September 
we will make a fair crop, we should say 
about 90 per cent of what we made last sea- 
son. We do not expect any cotton to move 
before the Ist of September. We usually ¢com- 
mence picking about the /Oth of August. 


Well Bro.’s Crop Letter. 


Opelika, Ala., August |.—Weather conditions 
throughout the month of July have been as 
favorable as we could have asked for. The 
plant at first was slow in responding, but dur- 
ing the last two weeks of July the improve- 
ment has been very marked. The fields have 
been thoroughly cleaned of weeds and grass 
and the plant has been given a chance to re- 
cuperate and develop. The present condition 
of the crop is quite promising, but yet un- 
certain, it being green, healthy and with a 
great deal of vital power behind it; fruiting 


moderately well, shedding but little, neverthe-~ 


and the plant ts small in 
and the crop fully two to 
three weeks late. Weather conditions during 
August, in the Atlantic states, are of more 
than usual importance to the development of 
the crop. A crought of too much rain would 
be equally detrimental. To make a full yield 
August conditions must be perfect and frost 
must be late. This is the outlook at present. 
We are notified of worms doing some damage 
in the Alabama prairies, to which we attach 
ro importance, but nevertheless, it is wel] to 
bear in mind that any mishaps to the crop 
in the Atlantic states during August would 
be more serious than in any previous year on 
account of the lateness of the crop, the tender- 
ness of the plant, and the lack, in a great 
many instances, of a tap root. Our spot mar- 
ket remains firm, lots averaging about strict 
middling 8c; local and Carolina milis paying 
these prices freely. However, there is very 
little cotton in the country and very Iittle for 
sale. The rains during July have been very 
beneficial to the corn crop and a full yield is 
essured.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, August 2.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: 

‘‘Copious ‘rains throughout the western half 
ef the country have had the expected effect 
of inducing a more cheerful tone, and the 
feeling is decidedly more hopeful than it 
was a week or two ago. Rains practically 
insured a large spring wheat crop, and al- 
though the damage already done appears to 
have been serious, judging from the strength 
of the corn market itself and the advices of 
heavily reduced yields which are reiterated 
from the sections affected. Bradstreet’s ad- 
vices point to the early corn crop as practically 
a failure in the leading surplus producing 
states west of the Mississippi, but late corn 
undoubtedly has been saved, and as time 
é¢lapses estimates of production are being 
raised. From the rest of the country trade 
advices are in the main quite cheerful, and 
despite the intense heat and drought of July, 
an extraordinarily large business appears to 
have been done, which is reflected {n the bank 
clearings for that month. 

“Cotton crop conditions improved in the 
south as a result of the recent rains, and trade 
advices are correspondingly more cheerful. 

Pacific coast crop advices are also better, 
although shipping activity is interfered with 
at San Francisco by a strike. 

“The northwest will produce crops largely in 
excess of Inst year, and a heavy fall trade 
is anticipated in that section. 

“The poorest advices naturally come from 
the central west and southwest, but ft is sig- 
nificant that points like Kansas City report 
that cancellations have stopped and that the 
outlook is much better. 

‘The woolen mills are filled with orders for 
fall delivery, and the spring weight season 
has opened encouragingly. Wool is being 
taken in liberal amounts by the manufactur- 
ers, and !s firm, as is also the London market, 
at which buying for America is reported 
liberal.

“Timber is rather quiet in sympathy with 
the advanced stage of the season, but prices for 
white pine are firmly held. 

‘Prospects for the ending of the steel strike 
and the better tone of crop advices have 
made the tron and steel trade more cheerful. 
For the first time in some weeks special ac- 
tivity is noted }n the cruder forms, due to the 
buying of 70,000 tons of Bessemer and basic 
pig iron by the largest single interest. Fnished 
products are as active as ever at all leading 
markets.

LIQUIDATION THE FACTOR 


Caused a Slump of 7-8c—The Other 
Markets Acted in Sympathy 
with Corn, Closing Lower. 


Chicago, ‘August 2.—Liquidation of corn 
caused a sharp break in that cereal today, 
September closing %c lower and was influen- 
tial in the other markets. September wheat 
closed %@*%c lower and September oats ‘eo 
down. Provisions closed unchanged to 1|2‘c 
depressed, 

At the opening of the corn market the news 
was bullish from a new source—the northwest— 
where it was said the area of heat and drought 
hag extended itself to the detriment of the 
plant, Nebraska drought news added to the 
bullishness. September opened with sales from 
58@69c, the latter figure being Ic over yester- 
day’s close. Crop reports from Iowa and cer- 
tain other portions cf the corn belt were more 
cheerful, so that the bulls did not have every- 
thing their own way, ILIAquidation by longs, 
who had profits in sight, proved to be the 
factor, however, destined to shape the course 
of prices. Selling for the local account brought 
out stop loss orders, and September tumbled 
from its pinnacle to §57%c before the bull 
party asserted itself and forced the price up 
to 58%c.

There is less dis- 
position to pay fancy prices for products that 
were advanced by the strike, which is an evi- 
dence of the general belief in early resumption 
of work. An unfavorable showing for the first 
half year in both exports and output of copper 
resulted in the first alteration in nominal price 
since the advance to 1!7c eight months ago. 

“Violent fluctuations have marked the course 
of corn prices. The top point of the previous 
week was’ not regained, but traders on the 
short side of the market were compelled to 
cover as a loss. The decrease in marketing 
is not in proportion to the advance in price. 
Whatever benefit may have accrued from the 
high level of prices, it certainly has driven 
foreign buyers out of the market. 

‘‘Dealers tn some drought stricken districts 
have countermanded orders for footwear, and 
these cancellations are felt mainly by western 
makers, but az a whole the industry is in a 
healthy position. Leather is quiet, shoe facto- 
ries buying lightly, owing to the large sup- 
plies taken recently.

RETARD VIADUCT 


They Will Be ‘Shipped Early Next 
Week. 


ASPHALTING CONTRACT LET 


Southern Paving and Construction 
Co. Will Asphalt the Viaduct. 


BUT LITTLE WORK GOING ON AT PRESENT 


As Soon as Girders Are Up One Side- 
walk Will Be Laid Over 
the Viaduct. 


Contractor Wilkins received yesterday 
a dispatch from the steel works at Phila- 
delphia saying “will ship 92-feet girders 
early next week.”’ 

At present there is very little work go- 
ing on down by the viaduct. Everything 
has come to a standstill waiting for the 
girders. After they are shipped it will 
take a week for them to get here, which 
will be nearly the middle of the month. 
Contractor Wilkins has been very much 
annoyed and inconvenienced by this de- 
lay. 

The rest of the: buckle plates for the 
flooring left Pittsburg yesterday. Next 
week the laying of’ the concrete ftoor will 
begin on the sidewalks, and as soon as 


the girders are in place the floor on the 
span can be laid. During the whole 
process the passage across town will be 
kept open to pedestrians. Before the 
Span is completed the sidewalk on one 
side of the street will be completely fin- 
ished. That on the span will be done as 
soon as. possible, affording a clear wav 
for walking across the viaduct, instead 
of underneath, as is necessary at present. 

During the whole progress of the via- 
duct construction the public has not been 
prohibited passage across Peachtree to 
Whitehall street. Great effort has been 
made to consider the public convenience 
in this matter. 

The big girders will be hoisted in place 
by a big derrick pile, the motive power 
furnished by two locomotives. Major Mc- 
Collum, of the West Point road, has 
loaned the use of the engines and wreck- 
ing foreman and outfit. The girders re- 
quired three cars, each 34 feet long, to 
bring them, being supported on the first 
and third, with an extra car in the mid- 
Gle bearing no weight, but keeping the 
others separated. is was to permit the 
train to go around a curve. 

The contract for the asphalt on the via- 
duct has been let by Mr. Wilkins to the 
Southern Paving and Construction Com- 

any. The same company is asphalting 

Vashington street and Capitol avenue. 

The O'Keefe .building has been torn 
down and will be replaced by a new 
structure three stories, of gray mottled 
brick and Stone Mountain granite. The 
first story will be of solid stone. An 
extra story will be below the viaduct. 
There will be two store rooms on the via- 
duct. Contractor Grant Wilkins will 
build the O’Keefe building.

Several weeks ago a statement of the 
increases in the earnirgs of southern 
rcads was published in The Constitution. 
The following from The Journal of Com- 
merce and Commercial Bulletin shows 
that the same favorable conditions are 
prevailing in the west: 

The report of the Union Pacific Railway 
Company for June, completing the fiscal 
year June 30, was made public yesterday. 
The figures, which cover the Oregon Short 
Lines and Oregon Railway and Navigu- 
tion Company, as well as the Union Pa- 
cific proper, are favorable, showing an 
increase in the year’s net retu\)} 
roughly, $1,136,000. The tctal net earnings 
were close to $19,000,000 The. increase 
this year compares with almost an equal 
increase in 1900 over the 1899 figu@es, the 
gain last year having been $1,500,000. 

Returns of earnings for the full fiscal 
year have within the past week been re- 
ported by a number of other leading 
western systems, among these being the 
St. Paul and Atehison. The following 
ye ts gee of the net return of several 
of these systems with those of the pre- 
vious two years may therefore be of in- 
terest. The figures for earlier years are 
taken from the prelfminary reports from 
final revised figures. In nearly every 
case the net earnings are those arrived at 
after deducting taxes and rentals:

The above figures certainly show a 
prosperous condition of trade in the west. 
Their full significance, however, would be 
lost unless comparisons were made with 
1899 as well. For instance, the increase 
of over $3,000,000 in Atchison net returns 
the past year follows an increase of over 
$5,600,000 in the previous year, while in 
the case of almost every one of the roads 
mentioned the 1900 figures were well ahead 
of those for 1899. Thus St. Louis and 
San Francisco’s increase for that period 
was over $400.000; that of Minneapolis and 
St. Louis. $187,000; Great Western. $306,000: 
Wabash, $610,000; Southern Railway. over 
$1,000,000. The only exception in the list 
above given is St. Paul, whose earnings 
for 1900 were about $884,000 less than those 
for 1899. 

In a general way the increase in the 
past fiscal year has been less than in the 
previous year, which was to have been 
expected, as the 1900 figures had already 
reached large proportions.

COLQUITT’S GREAT SHOWING 


So Far the Banner County in In- 
creased Tax Returns. 


CARROLL IS CLOSE BEHIND 


Counties Which Have So Far Re- 
ported Show a Total Increase 
of $8,816,442. 


Colquitt county, located in almost the 
extreme southern part of the state, is so 
far the banner county in increased tax 


returns. 

Colquitt’s digest, received at the office 
of the comptroller general yesterday, 
shows an increase in property values 
over last year of $645,631, which is a net 
gain for the county of about 35 per cent, 
the return for last year being $1,787,000. 

Carroll county, whose digest was also 
received yesterday, comes next to Col- 
quitt, her increase over last year being 
$595,839. 

There were eight tax digests received 
at the office of the comptroller general 
vesterday and every county making ré> 
turns shows a healthy increase over last 
year. These eight counties and their in- 
creases in property values are as follows: 

Lee, $112,167; Wilkinson, $13,401; Lincoln, 
$56,353; Chattahoochee, $27,254; Appling, 
$89,415; Jasper, $175,378; Carroll, $595,839, 
and Colquitt, $645,631. 

The total increase for these eight coun- 
ties is 1,715,438. 

Seventy-two counties whose digests are 
in hand so far show a total increase of 
$8,816,442, while there has been no addi- 
tions to the decreases, the ten counties in 
which they are shown footing up $333,918. 

The eighty-two counties which have re- 
ported up to date show an average in- 
crease of about $98,000 per county, but 
this average will be raised considerably 
when some of the larger counties are 
heard from. 

Private advices to the comptroller gen- 
eral state that the increase in Muscogee 
county will be over $800,000, while that in 
Decatur county will be $441,000, a total of 
$1,241,000. This amount alone will consid- 
erably increase the average. 

Fulton, Chatham, Richmond and Bibb 
counties are expected to show unusually 
large increases. Particularly is this true 
of Fulton county, where there has been 
a large amount of building within the 
last year.
